Attorney-General Olney Discusses the De- 
cision and Gives Up the Fight. 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., June 17.~—The opinion 
of the Court of Appeals in deciding that the 
World’s Fair at Chicago shall be opened Sun- 
day wis received here by a press bulletin early 
Attorney-General Olney

hausted every legal means to enforce the 
mandate of Congress in the matter. It was 
generally acknowledged that the act of Con- 
gress in regard to opening the World’s Fair 
Sunday was couched in language sufficiently 
dubious to make its intent doubtful and that

It seemed to him that the end 
had now been reached, though he was not 
entirely sure but that an appeal should be 
taken tothe Supreme Courtof the United 
States. This, however,would seem to be useless. 


| as the court did not meet until October, and 


even if the case could be heard in that 
tribunal the Fair would be closed by limita- 
tion. He could not see that any injunctions 
should be thrown inthe way of opening the 
Fair on Sunday. 

The donation of Congress of $2,500,000 
to the Fair had been coupled with the condi- 
tion that the Fair should not be open Sun- 
days. The decision of the Court of Appeals 
that the Fair could be open on Sunday and 
the well-known intent of the local directory 
to open it Sunday would seem to imply on 
their part a disregard for the condition upon 
which the money was granted. The local di- 
potery had already received, in round figures, 
$1,900,000. Could not the government, he 


asked, now p by’ legal means to 
lect the money advaneed, since the 
condition upon ‘which it had been 


received ha been forfeited? It was 
certain, to his mind, that the government 
could not now give to the World's Fair av- 
thorities the $600,000 still retained in the 
Treasury. Doubtless he would be confronted 
with a proposition to take stéps to recover the 
$1.900,000 already paid out. He did not 
yet know the et en upon which the 
decision was gran and therefore he could 
not say what Course be would pursue. Per- 
haps the gate money could be impounded to 
reimburse the government. 

Another question affected by the decision 
was the government éxhibits. All the appro- 
priations made for them were coupled with 
the condition that the exhibits should not be 
open Sunday.

Mayor Harrison kissed the Blarney stone

PUBLICITY BUREAU NOT DOOMED. 


Its Force Will Be Cut Down to the Basis 
of Necessity. 


Maj. Handy’s Department of Publicity 
and Promotion will not, it is said, be abol- 
ished. Although’ the Executive committee 
voted at its meeting last Wednesday to dis- 
continue the appropriation fur the expense of 
the department, the action was only taken 
with the view of putting the matter before the 
Council of Administration and securing, if 
practicable, a reduction in the amount neces- 
sary to continue the existence of the bureau. 

The Executive committee’s resolution was 
brought up before the council yesterday and 
referred to members J. W. St. Clair and 
Charles Schwab. They will call Maj. Handy 
before them and discover just how much work 
there is to be done by the department and tor 
how little the service can be accomplished. 
Each believes, s6 he says, that the chief of the 

‘departinent should be retained. Hereafter 
instead of having a fixed appropriation for 
the department it will rest for the council to 
say how much money shall be expended. 
Maj. Handy has agreed to accepta salary of 
$5,000, thus cuttuig down his emolument 
$2,500. 

“I think,” said Maj. Handy yesterday, 
“that when the directors come to look over 
my department they will find that it has been 
economically managed. Since the first day 
of last May I have reduced expenses 830 per 
cent. If all the other heads of departments 
and bureaus had made a like reduction the 
operating expenses would have been cut down 
$250,000 a month. As to the action of the 
ixecutive committee, I was aware that it 
would be done beforehand.” 


WILL CUT THE GUARD TO 1,500, 


The Corps of Guides Is to Be Wiped Out 
of Existence. 

In the opinion of the Council of Adminis- 
tration the Columbian Guard is to big and the 
corps of guides is of no use. Yesterday that 
body. passed resolutions ordering that the 
guard be gradually reduced until it shall not 
exceed 1,500, and in tHe opinion of the coun- 
cil this weeding out can be accomplished by 
July 1.

They will be invested with police power. 
will do duty as ushers, as attendants in build- 
ingrs, and will render special services as watch- 
men for the Exposition or in the paid service 
ef concessionnaires or exhibiters, . For all of 
which they will get $380 a month. — 

The council also passed on the question as 
to what officers and employés are entitled to 
be domiciled in the foreign and State build- 
ings, hoiding that the Commissioners had jur- 
isdiction in the matter.

Sensational Testimony as to Negligence a 
the Ford Theater Inquest.

George W. Dant was severely condemned by 
the evidence given today at the Coroner’s in- 
quest over the remains of the Ford's Theater 
victims, although some of those who gave, jes- 
timony against his methods spoke highly’ of 
his ability as a practical mechanic and bribk- 
layer.

Thomas J. Kane, a contractor and builder, 
said the government did not want skilled men 
to execute its contracts, and it would not pay 
fair prices for good work. The government, 
said Mr. Kane, while it posted itself as to the 
financial standing of a builder or contractior, 
tg to know nothing about his skill or abil- 

ty. 

An architect testified that the cement used - 
in underpinning the piers supporting the eld 
building was ** little better than mud.”’ 

A buiider said the manner of the work was 
homicidal. 

So condemnatory of Contractor Dant’s exe- 
cution of the work beneath the theater were 
the statements of some.of the experts that the 
jurors made inquiries of the witnesses as to 
the state of Mr, Dant’s mind. One contractir, 
a friend of Dant, said he was. not in good 
health. This same witness, Robert Clarkson, 
testified ‘that the accident was caused by 
criminal negligence in doing the underpin- 
ning work.

Bogus Machines, Stoves, and Tools Sent by 
Germany to South America, 

Boston Transcript; Consuls have become 
weary of calling ‘attérifion to frauds dangerous 
to the trade of the’ United States which are 
conducted on a gigantic scale in Europe. The 
Germans reproduce American sewing ma- 
chines, stoves, and all sorts of tools, sub- 
stituting iron for steel. They . mark 
them with the mames and brands of 
Yankee manufacturers and send them to 
Both Atherice, Africa, and all over the world.

In this fashion iron 
substituted for ourown steel ones in South 
America, arid Colt’s and Remington’s revolvers 
are burlesqued, as one might say, in the 
cheapest possible materials. American ma- 
chines are taken apart, and the 
pieces are copied with iron castings, 
which are ntt fogether to form clumsy coun- 
terfeits,. This is done with allof the finest 
agriculturalimplements. The imitations lead 
the observer to speculate as to the probable 

riod of time during which the world would 
fein been without, such useful inventions if it 
had been left to Europeans to discover them. 
Ingenious Britishers are making counterfeits 
of Vankes textile fabrics, and the looms of 
Manchester are turning out millions of yards 
of cotton annually which bear the names and 
brands of American manufacturers. These 
cottons are marked in China, because the 
Chinese have a ag | for products of this 
sort from the United States. They are very 
heavily “sized ” with the white of egg to give 
them a good appearance. Of course the 
‘* sizing ’’ does not stand a wash. One Con- 
sul in China has suggested that an umbrella 
should be sold with each bolt of such cot- 
tons, inasmuch asa lady who happens to be 
caught by a shower’in a nice cotton dress too 
often comes home wearing a mosquito bar.

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It seems, te the law providing for in- 
on of meats for the export trade, that 
Germany and France exact reinspection 
on these products before they are permitted 
to enter into competition with like products 
of the home market. This action is juatitied 
by the municipal authorities of those coun- 
tries by the assertion that meat inspection in 
this country is imperfect; that it is not made 
in a scientific manner; and that the home law 
would become practically inoperative if rein- 
spection was not exacted. This assertion has 
not been réceived by the Department of Agri- 
culture with the best of grace. Meat inspec- 
tion, it will be remembered, was inaugurated 


‘in this country at an enormous expense, 


and to meet the requirements of the German 
and French Governmentsespecially. Instead 
the law has fallen short in its intent. Last 
year, January to June, meat exportations to 
German dnd Feabos did not agg te quite 
$4,000, , while to England, where meat 
inspection is not required, they exceeded 
$30,000,000. This government therefore 
seeks to have the ep am of reinspection cut 
off, or will have the bureaus for meat inspec- 
tion abolished throughout the country. | 

During a talk with Mr. Mattes on his im- 
portant mission he said: 

**When Secretary Morton sent me my com- 
mission as spécigl Commissioner to Europe 
with instructions I sought the best knowledge 
of my prospective work obtainable. While 
the inspection! bureaus at Omaha, Kansas City, 
and other miuor stations afforded me much 
valuable information, it‘ was not equal 
to that obtained here in Chicago, because 
they were notiso extensive, and perhaps not 
so perfect in their several departments.

AMERICAN BUNDAY NOT IN DANGER. 


The Relaxation of the Blue Laws Will Not 
Destroy the Day of Kest. 

New York Zuening Post; The Pennsylvania 
Legisiature has made Saturday afternoon a 
half holiday in that State as it is already in 
New York, and there are indications that the 
rule will become general within a few years. 
This movement has a marked bearing upon 


one of the strongest arguments which have | 


been urged against Sunday opening of art gal- 
leries, libraries, and World’s Fairse—that it 
would prove the ‘‘opening wedge’’ toward 
the breaking down of Sunday as a day of 
freedom from labor. The theory is that, if a 
few men have to work Sunday in order to 
promote the enjoyment of a multitude, like 
the janitors of buildings, the attendants in 
libraries and museums, and the guards at ex- 
positions, it will soon become the rule for all 
men to work Sunday,and the factories and 
mills will before many years be running 
seven daysin the week. Experience is here, 
as everywhere else, the best teacher, and ex- 
perience has shown that there is no tendency 
whatever toward universal Sunday work in 
such cities as New York, Philadelphia, and 
Boston, which have for years tried the licy 
of opening the best places of resort Sunday. 
Moreover, during this same period there has 
been a decided increase in the number of 
legal holidays and a reduction in the number 
of hours that men and women work in large 
establishments. In short, so far from the 
tendency being towards making Sunday as 
much of a workday as the other six, the 
amount of labor required on the other six has

FAST SAILING OF THE ONAWA. 


Burton's New Yacht Makes a Remarkable 
Showing on Lake Minnetonka, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 17.—[Special.]—The 
first championship race of the Minnetonka Yacht 
club for the season of 1898 was sailed over the 
club course under the finest kind of conditions 
Ahis afternoon. 
from the fact of its being tlc first 
appearance of the Alpha, the famous 
prize winner of the Eastern yacht 
clubs, and recently purchased by E. J. Phipps of 
Minneapolis; the Kite, the late Herschoff crea- 
tion, and the Onawa or Mystery, the boat that 
Arthur Dyer of Minnetonka built for Ward Bur- 
ton last winter, and which has becn kept so re- 
ligiously out of sight up to this time. Itis the 
joint creation of Messrs. Dyer and Burton, and if 
its performance of today is a specimen of its 
regulation pace it stands withouta peer in its 
class inthe country. It won the race -easily and 
established a new club record for the distanco. 
Its time was 1 hour46 minutes for the twelve 
miles. The Kite was 5 minutes and 51 seconds be- 
hind it. The Alpha met with an accident to her 
jib at the seconti buoy, and dropped out of the 
race. It was the general opinion that the Onawa 
did her best in today’s race, as the conditions 
were peculiarly favorahle to her. She traveled 
best, sailing ioon and with the wind on her 
beam. She was sailed to perfection. The 
Onawa is a canoe-shaped boat 22 feet 9% inches 
long, built of California red cedar, and entirely 
covered with canvas. She is so light that two 
men could lift her out of the water. Her sail 
area is 306 feet, which gives her time. allowance 
of six minutes over the Alpha and Kite, her 
strongest rivals. She has a tremendously long 
overhang, both forward and aft, and a very low 
freeboard. She sits quite low in the water and 
when at rest looks speody.

VEBSITIES WILL OROSS BATS. 
World's Fair Tournament Will Attract 
Harvard, Yale, Amherst, and Williams— 


Western Institutions to Be Represented 


at the Notable Meet=Untversity Club 
Takes Hold of the Matter and Appoints 
a Committee—Fraternity Meetings and 
Social Gatherings of Collegians. 

All preliminary arrangements have been 
made for the World’s Fair Intercollegiate 
Baseball Tournament to be held: during the 
last week of June and the early part of July, 
Teams from the Leland Stanford, Vanderbilt, 


‘Wisconsin, Illinois, Virginia, and Brown Uni- 


versities, the Yale Law School, and Williams, 
Amherst, and Harvard Colleges will compete 
in something like sixteen games for the 
World's Fair intercollegiate championship of 
America and for the championship cup offered 
by A. G, Spalding. In all probability teams 
from Leland Stanford University and the 
University of Wisconsin will be matched 


for the. initial game of the tournament 
June 28. The next teams to try conclusions 
will be those of the Vanderbilt University and 
the University of Illinois. Qne game each 
day, excepting July 4, will be played until the 
championship is decided. Two games will be 
played July 4 between star teams. 

Yale and Harvard will be pitted against 
each other in the morning, and in the after- 
noon Amherst and Williams Colleges will be 
represented. After any team has lost two 
games it. is barred by ‘the rules of 
the tournament from ‘any farther efforts, and 
the last and decisive ghme will cotisequently 
be between the two teams having at that time 
the highest scores. The games will be played 
at the West Side Park, corner of Lincoln and 
Polk strepts. The league games are to be 
played at the South Side Park. 

The idea of a tournament is the outgrowth 
of a desire to have a. egriverifion of, college 
students in Chicagé auting “the W j 
season. It was dedmed imf ble to liave 
any generel convention on dccount of the 
heavy expense and the want of enter- 
tainment, In order to test the feeli as to 
the desirability of holding a “series 
between tepresentatives of Eastern and West- 
ern colleges A. A. Stagg, acting. for the Tour- 


nament committee. wrote the following letter , 


to a number of well-known colleges: 

It is proposed to have a seriés of baseball 
games during the ant part of June and the first 
two or three weeks in July between certain col- 
leges representing the East and certain of the 
best Western colleges for the Worid’s Fair cham- 
pionship. The men who have it in charge are in- 
terested in proveanng a test between not only the 
Eastern celloges on the one hand and the West- 
ern on the other, but also between the Eastern 
teams themselves ane the her teams them- 
selyes. They are also interes in upholding 
and promulgating amateur athletics, and as the 
colleges stand for the purest amateur athletics, 
they have decided to work through them to fur- 
ther this object. The pian is to hold a sort of 
inter-collegiate baseball tournament in which 
the World’s Fair championship will be decided. 
The leading Eastern teams have been invited to 
compete, and we sincerely ho that you will 
help forward a worthy enterprise by consenting 
to come. 

The anewers received were encouraging, and 
a committee consisting of A. A. Stagg of the 


Amherst. 


Chicago University, John A. Bellows, and 
Francis W. Coler at once took up the work of 
arranging details and of securing the codper- 
ation of people interested in college athletics. 

It soon became apparent to the committee 
the tournament should be given under the 
auspices of some organization of prominence. 
The University club was asked to appointa 
committes to act with the Tournament com- 
mittee. Bdward G. Mason, President of the 
club, seleeted John M. Harlan, Alfred Cowles, 
and George A. Carpenter as members of such 
committee. 

It is expected that the various colleges will 
be large | represented and that the tourna- 
ment willattract many college men to the 
city. Among the incidentals be fratern- 
ity meeti and social events in which the 
college students will figure. : 

The first college baseball association. was 
the Inter-Collegiate Baseball Association or- 
ganized in the fall of 1876.

birds in the city and its suburbs by boys with | Forty-seventh streets. According to the specifica-

Any person 80 offending shall, on cg oe be 
fined the a #5 for each and every bird so 
killed and fof each and every nost robbed or de- 
stroyed; provided that nothing in this section 
shall be construed to prevent @ owner or occu 
peas of lands from Rekeaet any of the birds 
2erein named on the same when deemed neces- 
— by him for the protection of fruits or prop- 
erty 

The society suggests that when reporting a 

case of cruelty persons should be careful to 
get the full name of the offender, the resi- 
dence (or place of business) and the names of 
three or more witnesses if possible, this in- 
formation being of great assistance in the 
work, and it promises to give the matter its 
prompt attention.

In cases where the city holds a suf- 
ficient reserve from the money due the con- 
tractor, we will make the contractor make 
the work good or hold the money.

GREAT SALE OF SUGAR AT HANOVER, 


Marked the End of the Refining Com- 
pany’s Struggle—Damage ‘from Rains. 
(SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Havanna, June 17.—The long struggle of 
the Sugar Refining company to keep prices 
from advancing for Cuban sugars has 
been given . up, and on Friday, 
June 9, over 100,000 sacks changed 
hands at full prices, at from and 9 reals 

arroba of twenty-five , equal to 4% 
to 44 cents per pound. Since the day of the 
great sale prices have been maintained, with 
still higher expectations, and many predict 
that 10 reals, or 5 a. will be obtained be- 
fore another crop can be placed upon the 
market. 

The rains continue heavy daily throughout 
the island, doing some damage, flooding the 
lower part of the city, and several houses have 


' been vacated by the owners in consequence, 


and several of the smaller brooks and rivers 
have overflowed their banks, causing no little 
damage to the growing crops. It is unusual 
for such heavy rains continuing twelve or fif- 
téen days without cessation. While the grow- 
ing cane will be greatly benefited and a large 
crop of sugar may be anticipated other prod- 
ucts will have suffered severely. 

A heavy shortage has been discovered in 
the accounts of the cashier of the city gov- 
ernment, amounting to about $60,000, The 
books are ander examination by experts, and 
this amount may be increased when the true 
state of affairs is reached. 

The tobacco market is very quiet, little of 
the new crop having come to market. So far 
the weather has not been favorable for its 
proper curing. Some small lots of “ par- 
ticles’ leaf from Guanajay have been sold 
at $40 per quintal and others from 
Vuelta Abugo at $60, all for 
Germany. Large receipts are expected 
shortly as the business of “preparing the crop 
for market is active in the country. Orders 
for cigars continue light and this industry 
continues in a most unfavorable condition, 
and itis reported that several large, well- 
known manufacturers of cigars are thinking 
seriously of transporting their entire plants 
to Tampa. The trade is only waiting to 
seo what the Spanish Cortes at 
Madrid will finally do for the 
interests of this important industry. Many 
-hopeful cables have been received lately, but 
so far nothing definite has been done, and a 
large number of the best cigarmakers are 
altogether idle or only working half the time, 
and there is little to hope for until the serious 
question of taxes is settled on a permanent 
basis. Meantime the splendid buildings, 
erected at grent expense and equipped for this 
business, are only partially occupied. 

Business generally is much interfered with 
by the constant rains preventing-the discharg- 
ing gnd loading of merchandise. Vessels with 
cargoes of lumber and other material are long 
delayed, and Captains ate discouraged. Ex- 
change on the United States continues high at 
10% to 11 cents for Spanish gold, caused by 
light shipments of sugar and tobacco, 

The weather, of course, is unfavorable for 
good health, yet so far there is nothing par- 
ticular to note. There are few vessels in port 
and no sickness of importance among the 
fleets. Owing to the heavy rains the tracks of 
the city railroad running to Jesus del Mente 
and the Cerro have been covered with water 
at the junction near the Chavez bridge, and 
the cars of both lines have left the ea fre- 
quently, causing great delay and much damage 
to these important ¢gity roads. As the rain 
continues up to the'présent Hioment fears,are 
entertained, for the fracks of the roads run- 
ning hence to all parts of the island.

of Her ParentsA Mass of Contradictory 
Testimony Introduced by the Prosecu-

Opportunity—It Now Resta with the 
Judges and the Jury. 

New Beprorp, Mass., June 17.—{fbpecial.) 
—Tomorrow morning the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts will convene in New Bedford 
for the purpose of listening to the arguments 
in the Commonwealth against Lizzie A. Bor- 
den, and the charge of the court, whiich is, I 
understand, to be delivered by Mr. Justice 
Dewey of Springfield, Mass.,a college pro- 
fessor in appearance, a clear-headed logician, 
a tender-hearted man, Two weeks’ tonstant 
studious observation of the principals in this 
celebrated case ,have produced upon my mind 
certain convictions which may be of interest 
peo neon to read my story-of the 


New Bedford is a city with a history. Long 
years ago substantial fortunes were made, the 
fruits of which are now enjoyed by the de- 
scendants of their coiners, who, like the 
wrecks of the old-time whalers now rotting on 
the beach or at the wharves, long since passed 
beyond the life of usefulness of mundane 
activity. It is a beautiful city, its well cared 
for roads literally arbored by magnificent 
elms, its residences like gems set in well- 
clipped lawns, shaded by gently swaying trees, 
hospitable in appearance, cordial in their 
welcome. For years past a condition of sedate 
respectability, New England _ propriety. and 
comfortable competency has charagterized 
this shire town of Bristol County. 

Its people have been content to find enter- 
tainment and instruction in many churches of 
all denominations and in one theater, called 
the opera-house, in which during the season 
from time to time the best efforts of our best 
‘dramatic companies are presented for the 
delectation of the people of the town and iis 
immediate vicinity.

“OONVIOTION OF MANY EASTERN 
TRUNK LINE MANAGERS. 


They Have Beon Brought to Form It by | 
the Traffic Thus Farto Chicage Seing 
Less than They Had Figured On—Sum- 
mer Gayety and Travel Not Lessened by 
the Financial Stringency=New York 
Bankers Want Congress Called in Extra 
Session in July. 

New Youx, June 17.—[Special.]—Most 


of the managers of the trunk lines run- 


ning from the Atlantic seaboard to» Chi- 
cago have become convinced that if there 
is to be any such amount of traffic be- 
tween the Eastern States and Chicago 
this summer as was expected to be the 


‘case some important reductions in fare must 


be made. The travel thus far has been dis- 
appointing. Itis heavier than it was last 
year, but not so large by many thousands 
weekly as the managers figured when ‘last fall 
and winter they were making preparations for 
transportation to the World’s Fair. 

The increase in travel has been mainly on 
the fast trains and those which demand an 
extra rate of fare. The increase in, travel 
upon these so-called limited trains indicates 
that in the main people of wealth or whio are 
in comfortable circumstances are now going 
from this vicinity to Chicago to visit the Fair. 
The great middle class, those who have moder- 
ate incomes, have not yet taken advantage of 
the slightly reduced rates offered by the rail- 
ways, and the.indications are so great they are 
not disposed to do so unless special induce- 
ments are offered that railway managers may 
be compelled to meet this demand. The 
feeling is that there should be offered a 
round trip ticket with the price of a 
single fate, and that, aT later in 
the season excursions should be arranged 
for which will .make it possible for 
those of moderate means to visit Chicago, al- 
though the trip might involve some personal 
inconvenience, Ag dealof money was 
invested last fall in rolling stock and in prep- 
aration for the travel which it was expected 
would begin early in June, and which would 
far exceed the 6normous travel to the Centen- 
nial exhibition at Philadelphia in 1876. One 
company spent nearly $1,000,000 in increas- 
ing its rolling stock, and another made prep- 
arations greatly to enlarge its force of em- 

loyés, and if there is no appreciable increase 


7 in travel over that which has taken place since 


the Fair began these companies will be at 
considerable loss. — 

Mr. Depew, who has given considerable at- 
tention to the matter recently,: says that he 
is satisfied that in July and August the travel 
will even exceed the expectations of: the pas- 
senger agents, there are some indications 
which go to show that Mr. Depew may be 
sound in his view. A good many inquiries 
are made daily at the offices of the trunk 
lines in this city, and the chief question that 
is asked is this: ** Is there to be any reduction 
of fare in July and August?’’ These inquiries 
are made mainly by persons who are appar- 
ently in moderate circumstances. 


European Travel Is Heavy. 


It has been said by steamship managers 
that the travcl from this country to Europe 
this summer is not likely to be so heavy as it 
has been fora number of seasons, -but the 
at the steamship offices do not in- 
dicate t there is to bea great falling off, 
and the Saturday steamers ior the last four 
weeks have sailed with full cabin lists. There 
is, however, much disappointment about the 
trave | this §way. The steamship company 
managers do not complain greatiy, but the 
hotel proprietors in this city who have te 
making great preparations for an unex 
heavy business find themselves instea 0 
to face with the dullest season they have had 
for years. 

Nevertheless there is talk of new hotels. 
Those brothers-in-law, who are like Siamese 
twins, ex-Mayors Cooper and Hewitt, are 
talking of erecting a ange and luxuriously 
furnished hotel upon Fourth avenue near the 
Madison Square Garden, and it is quite likely 
that they would have already sigued the con- 
tracts had it not been for the business de- 
pression. A new marble-fronted hotel, some 
sixteen stories high, ig to be built speedily 
upon Forty-second street near the Grand 
Central Station, and capitalists are consider- 
aid = positions for one or two other splen- 

nns in this city. 


The Summer Gayeties, 


Notwithstanding the reports of hard times 
and the certainty that many of these Wall 
street brokers have not earned enough in 
commissions duting the last month to pay 
office expenses there seems to be no tendency 
to curtail the pleasures of the summer. In 
the vicinity of New York almost every cottage 
which has been upon the market has been 
rented for the summer season, and at good 
prices. Mrs. John Hoey, who controls the es- 
tate of her late husband at Long Branch, 
found the demand for the cottages which Mr. 
Hoey erected at Holly Wood so great that she 
was able to rent them without the interven- 
tion of the real estate agent. 

The first regatta of the New York Yacht 
club, which took place during the last week, 
was in many respects the most brilliant ex- 
hibition of yachts and the finest display of 
good sailing which have been seen in this 
vicinity since owe became a pastime of 
the wealthy. ere is great interest in the ap- 
‘ee ime international yacht race, and at the 

eadquarters of the New York Yacht club the 
evidences of wealth and the preparations for 
luxurious entertainment are so great that no 
one would suppose that some of the members 
are brokers whose income must have been 
seriously curtailed during the last season. 

It may be that one reason for the ability of 
those who have been accustomed to spend a 
good deal of -money in summer enjoyment 
have continued that habit this year has been 
the indulgence of the local banks. For it isa 
fact that acting with unanimity, bankers "de 
have decided not to tighten but to relieve as 
far as possible the money market, ana in this 
decision they have been supported by some 
of the’ great capitalists, who. while not tak- 
ing active part in the management of the 
banks are heavy stockholders in themni, 
An illustration was furnished by the 
Vanderbilts in one of the greatest banks in 
this city in which they are the largest stock- 
holders a day or two ago. The question was 
raised whether a certain line of discounts 
should be gtanted toits customers. Gen. 
James, the President of the bank, argued that, 
it would be bad business policy not to grant 
these extensions, although the reserve of the 
bank was a little below what it should be. He 
was supported in this argument by the Vander- 
bilt representatives, who declared that a 
reserve owas maintained for exactly 
the emergency which now exists 
and that for a bank to withhold 
credits simply because the money market was 
tight would be equivalent to inviting further 
stringency and adding so greatly to the dis- 
tress that business failures would be sure to 
follow. It was decided to extend credits in 
every instance where the security was good 
and this policy has, I think, been followed by 
every bank of importance in this city. For 
that reason there has been little actual dis- 
tress among business houses here. 

They Want an Extra Session, 
The bankers at the meéting at the clearing- 


house on Thursday discussed a _ resolution 
setting forth to President Cleveland the ne- 


cessity of calling Congress immediately in 


extra session. Witha single exception every 
banker at that meeting halleved that Mr. 
Cleveland ought to summon that body to 
meet in July. But it was felt that 
perhaps a formal resolution might = 
taken by the country ‘as an 

proper or unwise attemptof Wall dN to 
bring pressure upon the Executive. For that 
reason, and that alone, the resolution was 
tabled. Nevertheless the effect . the discus- 
sion and the unanimity of inion were 
brought to the attention of the 1 resident in- 
formally and he has been notjfied by friendly 
correspondents that it is t opinion of the 


associated banks of New York that the emer-

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STRANGE MONSTERS OF THE DEEP. 


Hideous Creatures Found at the Bottom of 
the Pacifie Ocean, 


Philadelphia Telegraph: The survey of a 
lane 300 miles wide over the. floor of the Pa- 
cific Ocean between the coast of California 
and the Hawaiian Islands has been one of the 
most interesting scientific tasks ever under- 
taken by the government. Upto date noth- 
ing has been allowed to be published respect- 
mg the results obtained. The purpose of ‘the 
work was to determine the best route for 
a submarine cable. Two lines of sound- 
ings were run by the United States Fish Com- 
mussion’s. steamer Albatross, from Monterey 
Bay to Honolulu. This path has been decided 
on as preferable to a road conn Point 
Conception, Cal., and Hilo Bay,

It will been over an even bottom o soil favor- 
abie for the protection and preservation of 
the cable, avoiding submarine mountains. 

Incidentally to the soundings observations 
were made of the bottom temperatures. Be- 
low half a mile in depth the water of the ocean 
is intensely cold, remaining both winter and 
aa ata point only slightly above freez- 

ng. The contents of a trawl hauled up from 
the floor of theisea at the equator will be found 
to include mud and. ooze that is nearly freez- 
ing. All of the life in the vast waste of wa- 
ters called the Pacific is either near the sur- 
face or at the bottom. The abyssal fishes 
cannot live except under the enormous press- 
ure of water—amounti to over two tons 
to the + yp inch at three miles down—to 
which they are subjected. In order that 
they 8 . able to endure this the tissues 
of their bodies, and even their bones, are 
very loose in texture. Though sdlid enough 
under the conditions to which they are accus- 
tomed, they are soft and pulpy when dragged 
up to the open air. Their eyes protrude, and 
sometimes they|actually burst open. 

Such fierce carnivorous fishes as exist in 
the depths of the ocean are unknown at the 
surface. There is the “black swallower,” 
which devours other aoe? creatures ten times 
as big as itself, literally climbing over its 
victim, first with one jaw and then with the 
other. Another species is nearly all mouth, 
and, having almost no wer of locomo- 
tion, it lives buried in t soft ooze at the 
bottom, its head alone protruding ready to 
engulf any prey that may wander into its 
cavernous jaws. There is a ferocious kind of 

shark resembling a huge eel. All of these 
abyssal monsters are black as ink. 
them are perfectly blind while others have 
enormous goggling eyes. Noray of sunlight 
ever pierces the dark unfathomed caves in 
which they dwell. Each species is gobbled 
by the species next bigger, for there is no 
vegetal ife to feed on. 

he surface of| the grayish cork, over which 
the cable will run, is un interminable desert 
where nothing grows. There being no sun- 
light to support vegetable life, not a blade or 
sprout of any sort of vegetation is to be dis- 
covered—not even a seaweed. Hereand there 
are creatures called ‘‘ crinoids *’ which coun- 
terfeit Laer in ary | Po ag sg va with wav- 
ing stems and what look like flowers, but are 
not such, Also there are seaworms, which live 
in tubes and resemble the most brilliant 
blossoms. Spiny sea-urchins are plentiful, 
and over the bottom are crawling shrimp- 
like crustaceans of bright scarlet and vivid 
orange hues, seme of them of great size, 
There are numerous species of mollusks as 
well. They and the crustaceans, when hauled 
to the surface, are so disorganized by the re- 
moval of the pressure to which they have 
been accustomed as to look asif they had 
been boiled, 

The ocean flobr across which the cable will 
be laid is fairly well populated with livi 
species, most of which are unknown to 
ence at present. This remark especially ap- 
plies to the larger fishes, which could not be 
fetched up with the trawl. Some day perhapsa 
more effective methed will be devised for capt- 
uring them, Nobody can tell what monsters 
and chimeras dire may inhabit the abyssal 
regions of the Pacific. It was only a few 
pears ago that Capt. George Hope of H. M. S. 

‘ly saw an extraordinary creature in the Gulf 
of California. The sea being perfectly.calm 
and of a glass-like transparency he beheld 
swimming over the bottom a few fathoms 
down an enormous animal with the head and 
genera! figure of an alligator except that its 
are was vastly longer and instead of legs. it 
had four flappers eaturtle. It peared 
to be pursuing some prey and moved in a ser- 
pentine fashion. The description given in all 
respects fitted the extinct plesiosaurus so ex- 
actly that some natuseliate were Sonadeus 
that it must have been a eudhtinens specimen 
of that mighty reptile.

In sisal, manilla, and 
some other endogenous plants the exhibit and 
the investigations which have been made in- 
dicate that these are likely to become mate- 
rials of commerce at an early day. 

In nearly all the articles the question seems 
to be simply one of careful, exact, and sys- 
tematic attention to the requirements which 
it has been found are necessary for perfect 
production. A careless, haphazard system 
of cultivation and manipulation will not suc- 


* Will it pay?’ is the solution of the prob- 
lem. raw fibers are now produced by a 
less costly system of labor, upon land of less 
value, and by a class or classes who are con- 
tent to plod in a slow-going way for small re- 
turns, but who nevertheless are required to 
give the most attention to the work if they ex- 
pect to be able to sell their products. 

Old time systems of producing the best flax- 
prevail in Belgium ; the routine is simple but 
exact. The same. is the case with hemp in 
Italy. . Climate and water for setting are just 
suited, while Lreland and Russia have’ ways of 
furnishing cheaper, coarser ucts in abund- 
ance, and those using them have a wide field 
from which to select. ~ 

The East Indies produce juté and tramie 
so cheaply from their cheap labor that there 
seems little to warrant more expensive 
methods in America. It is a question .of a 
eurvival of the fittest and what pays best in 
this country." If there were a Napoleonic 
blockade around this country, and our people 
were compelled to produce or go without, 
there is no question of the result, but when 
America has the world’s cheapest markets to 
buy her special supplies from, and syfficient 
better employment, our peo- 
ple do not turn to new trades. 
The ,agricultural existence of low prices for 
corn and wheat and cotton suggests that the 
American people carefully study the possibili- 
ties as shown in the several agricyltural ex- 
hibits, that, if possible, there be a greater di- 
versity of product and employment. At this 
time there is the utmost necessity for the con- 
sideration of exact methods and economical 
prospects, especially in view of the fact that 
the inevitable in this country points to a 
lower scale, that Americans must depend 
more upon exact practices, great skill, and 
dexterity in the race of competition with the 
world, 

The educational opportunities given in this 
World’s exhibit are of the greatest importance. 
If America keeps abreast of the active world 
the people must study methods, products, and 
compare notes diligently. | 

There is nothing wanting in climate or soil 
or opportunity for product in this country 
but there are many things which are neglected 
or of feeble existence, and it will not always 
be practicable to find or produce something to 
send abroad in payment for things we do not 
produce, and the suggestion comes that Amer- 
icans must, so far-as possible, produce what 
they consume, 


QUEBEC’S EDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT. 


It Is Varied and Extremely Interesting=— 
Work of the Blind. 

On Gallery B,in the Liberal Arts depart- 
ment of Manufactures Building, in two sec- 
tions, are the educational exhibits of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, Canada, under the charge of 
Canon Bruchesi, D. D., appointed by the gov- 
ernment, assisted by Brother Pelerinus. The 
exhibits come from 200 convents and 


| academies, andjhe McGill eas ve & Protest- 
i 


ant, of Montreal. The exhibit of 
latter is not as extensive as 
the merit of the university warrants 
but the space could not be obtained. The 
work represented in the remaing portions of 
the two sections shows the system of educa- 
tion of the convents and academies by grades, 
from the first step to the graduating course. 
There are compositions in English, French, 
German, and Spanish by pupils of the various 
schools, and some of these are illustrated with 
n drawings by the student, the subject 
ing treated of in a two-fold manner. 
Great albuinms contain samples of needlework 
from the simplest bit to the finest crochet 
and lacework. The name of each worker and 
her age are appended to the article. The ages 
a from 8 to 16 years and some of the 
work is remarkable. In one exhibit work is 
shown in flax, from the preparation of it 
on through its several stages, the last being a 
woven article. This is done by the students 
of Ursaline Convent, Robertvue, Lake St. 
John, The work of the blind in the asylum 
at Montreal, under the direction of the Gray 
Nuns, is but another revelation of the ability 
of the blind. One sample will illustrate: A 
blind girl 11 years .old wrote a 
poem in French. The manuscript is 
shown. Then she copied it from 
a type machine and the typescript is 
rfect. The history of the Institute of the 
ngregation of Notre Dame (burned a few 
days ago) from ite foundation in 1620, by 
Marguerite Bourgeoys, is shown in a large 
frame, the priests, sisters superior, and others 
apes ing in pen sketches. Oil paintings and 
sketches by the deaf mutes of Montreal are 
In a glass case are 18,000 
pressed flowers, each analyzed, all from the 
soil of Canada. The exhibit,as a whole, is 
varied and many things there’ are curious, 
and all are creditable to the system of educa- 
tion in the old province.

BOILERS AND ENGINES IN MACHIN-

The testing will be 
done by a corps of half a dozen men, under 
the direction of an assistant engineer, ‘and 
will continue throughout the rest of the Fair 


_geason... The tests to”be made by Chief En- 


gineer Foster have no connection with the Bu- 
reau of pds, although the data obtained 
will bé available. > 

ether any tests are to be made by the 
Bureau of Awards is a question yet to be'de- 
termined. Chairman Thacher says he has 
not yet had an opportunity to give the matter 
any thought and that there is plenty of time 
yet anyway. Chief Robinson expresses the 
belief that under the conditions existing in 
Machinery Hall it is mot possible to make 
tests that would be of any value toany gone. 
That the engines driving line shafting cannot 
be placed at the disposal of the judges &s wauld 
be necessary to make thorough tests without 
eliciting a general protest from the exhibiters 
having machinery in motion, and that the dis- 
tance from the boilers is in many instances'too 
great. The general opinion among exhibiters 
and engineers seems to be that, while existing 
conditions are not favorable, those conditions 
could be so changed at a.maoderate outlay as 
to render effective tests feasible. 

The tests to be made by Chief Engineer 
Foster to ascertain whether or not the boilers 
and engines are fulfilling contract conditions 
are not what are termed * efficiency tests.” 

The water will be measured by meters and 
the quality of the steam ascertained — by 
calorimeters. The engines will be “ indi- 
eated,"’ 

Boilers and engines are tested to ascertain 
whether or not they are as represented by the 
makers and whether they are doing their work 
economically. The cost of power makes 80 
large an item in the expense of manufactufing 
that proprietors find it profitable to pay an 
expert and his assistants to determine this 
question for them. So extensive has the busi- 
ness of testing become in the last few years 
that large corporationsin all the large cities 
devote their exclusive attention to it, to say 
nothing of numbers of individuals who earn a 
good income by the same means. Ali the 
principal collegés have departments where 
pupils are taught the theory and art of steam 
engineering. 

Objects of Making Tests. 

Usually tests are made to ascertain the 
maximum capacity of boilers and enginés as 
well as their economic efficiency, though the 
latter is the most important question., An 
engine. or boiler will do a_ certain 
amount of work economically, but is capable 
of doing much more though fuel must be ex- 
travagantly used. Fer example, one of the 
big engines at the Faf¥ is rated at 1,000- 
horse. power *“‘*maximum of economy,”’ or 
1,400-horse power *“* maximum load.” — 

The points to be determined in a test are the 
weight of fuel supplied, weight of the ash, 
weight of water fed to the boiler, the weight, 
temperature, and pressure of dry steany; the 
amount of ** entrained water,’’ or. water car- 
ried over by the steam from the boiler tm the 
engine ; the pressure in the cylinder. the: fric- 
tion, the waste by condensation in 
the cylinder, and the 
tures in furnace, flues, 
the temperature in the boiler-room, and the 
external air and the height.of the baronjieter. 
From this data the cost of generating power is 
figured out and summarized in a mannér to 
be readily grasped by the manufacturer. 

Elaborate preparations are made for the 
test. The boilers are washed out, the accamu- 
lations of soot and ashes in the flues amt? the 


tempera- 


clinketS in the furnace are removed, holes in © 


the furnace, walls are stopped up, and all 
leaks in steam and water connections are 
mended, Whén all is in -readiness the expert 
engineer with two or three skilled assistants 
takes charge. When the dimensions and 
positions of the grates, heating surface, and 
chimneys have been ascertained a. fire is 
kindled and steam is raised to working pres- 
sure. The fireis drawn, the ash pit cleaned 
out, and a new fire is kindled with wood and 
coal that has been carefully weighed. All is 
now in readiness for the test to begin. The 
engineer stations his men in the boiler-toom 
and engine-room so that they may 
take the readings of steam  gatiges, 
calorimeters, pyrometers. thermometers, 
draft gauges, indicators and  tachomet- 
ers at regular intervais, often every 15 
minutes, ata signal givén by the engineez, A 
test to ofany vaiue sheuld not last less 
than twelve hours, and often lasts forty-¢ight 
hours, the same men remaining on duty with- 
out rest. The readings must be absolutely 
accurate, The figures obtained are taken to 
his office by the expert and there compiled 
and arranged, an operation requiring a vast 
amount of labor. 


Finding the Value of Fuels. 


After being fed into the furnace the net/use- 
ful proportion of the coal, which has been 
carefully weighed, is ascertained by weighing 
the ashes. This subtracted from the weight of 
the coal gives the amount of the combustible. 
The temperature of the gases in the chininey 
is taken by means of a pyrometer to (ind 
how much heat passes away unutilized. 

, The feed water is also carefully weighed in 
a tank on platferm scales, and then turned 
into a second tank connected with the ited 
pump, where its temperature istaken. Water 
varies in weight and density at different 
temperatures. This disposes of the fuel and 
water. Having the weight of both the expert 
is able to give the number of pounds of water 
evaporated or converted into steam by ¢ach 
pound of coal. To convert a pound of water 
ata temperature of 70° into steam at a 
pressure of eighty pounds will regiire 
1,036.3 units of heat or thermal units per 
pound of steam; to convert a pound of water 
at a temperature of 212° into steam at atrbos- 
ape pressure will require 967 heat units. 
n order to compare work done with a stand- 
ard condition in reports of a test the evapwra- 
tion per pound of fuel of water ‘‘ from and 
at 212°” is always given. A thermal or heat 
unit is the amount of heat required to raise 
the temperature of one pound of water at’ its 
maximum density, about 39°, one degfee. 
Theoretically one pound of good anthratite 
coal will evaporate 14.4 pounds of water; in 
practice about 9.5 to 10 pounds is considered 
good, In some recent trials of the boilers: in 
the Rookery the evaporation from and at 
212° was 8.237 pounds of water per pownd 
of Indiana block coal; for screenings, 7.656 
to 6.737. In an official test made at the 
Fourteenth Street Station May 19 and 20 the 
arppaerern per pound of Shawnee coal was 

.418. 


Ascertaining the Quality of Steam, 


Having ascertained the amount of ste&m 
furnished per pound “of coal, and also the 
number of pounds of ‘water evaporated per 
hour, the next step is to ascertain the quality 
of steam. This is done by an instrument 
called a “ calorimeter.”’ Steam may be 
either “ saturated ’’ or *‘ superheated.”’ Sat- 
urated steam can exist only in contact with 
the water from which it is generated. Its 
tem perature is so low thatany decrease causes 
condensation, consequently it is not good fier 
use in the engine. Superheated steam is ‘of 
higher temperature greater volume than 
saturated, For efficient work the steain 
should not coritain more than 2 per 
eent of moisture. The amount is determined 
by the calorimeter. There are a number of 
forms of this instrument, the one to be used 
atthe Fair beinga new invention. It con- 
sists of a half-inch pipe leading from the sup- 
ply pipe to a cylindrical chamber ~calied:a 
“ drip box,’’ 2x12 inches, on the side of whieh 
is a water glass and on the bottom a cock to 
draw off the water of condensation to be 
measured. From the top of the drip box ex- 
tends a section of half-inch pipe in the form 
of the letter L, at the top of which ié a ther- 
mometer. In the middle of the L is a minute 
orifice, and at the end of the horizontal arm 
is a second rmometer. 

The readings of these thermometers and the 


weight of the water from the drip box being 


worked out by certain mathematical formulas 
Rive the percentage of moisture in the steam. 
greatest care is necessary to secure satis- 
factory results in the use of the calorimeter. 
This now finishes the tests go far as the boil- 
ers are concerned, but to complete the work

Indicated and Actual’ Hérse-Power. 


But this is not the actual power delivered at 
the crank shaft. Thereisa loss of energy, 
due to friction, that amounte to about 10 per 
cent in a good engine and nearly twice that in 
a ‘poor one. Toascertain the net powera 
dynamometer is used. When this is not prac- 
ticable a reduction varying from one or two 
pounds per square inch of piston in large en- 
gines to ‘Wee or four in smaller ones is made 
for friction. Dynamometers are of various 
forms of two general types, transmitting and 
absorbing. The transmitting dynamometer 
consists of a reqgiving and delivering pulley 

laced between the engine and the machinery 

riven. Between the two pulleys is a set of 
springs which measures the amount of power 
exerted by the engine and a mechanism by 
which this is recorded on a traveling strip of 
paper. The absorbing dynamometer is 60 
constructed as to absorb the work of the en- 
gine in friction. A common form, called also 
the ‘* Prony brake,” is constructed by fasten- 
ing blocks of soft wood on the inside of flexi- 
ble bands of iron so as to encircle a wheel on 
the shaft-of the engine. To these bands of 
iron is attached an arth or lever. This lever 
pulls down as the wheel revolves on a short 
post standing on the platform of a pair of 
scales, so as to weigh the pressure exerted by 
the engine. 

Tachometers, speed indicators, counters, 
and chronographs are various instruments for 
counting and registering the speed of the en- 
gine. When indicator ecards are taken the 
speed is ascertained at as nearly the same 
time as possible. Tachometers show on a 
dial the number of revolutions per minute, 
and also the fluctuations in speed. The 6 
recorder registers on a traveling strip of paper 
the fluctuations in speed. : 

Before beginning a test all the instruments 
to.be used are compared with standard ap- 
paratus of known accuracy te insure correct-. 
ness. All readings are made by skilled men, 
and the data obtained must be carefully 
worked out by an expert. Not every. man is 
competent to conduct boiler and engine 
tests. 

A number of the engines in the main 
power plant have tachometers attached. By 
noticing the fluctuations in the weight of the 
load as shown by the ampere meter and 
watching the tachometer the visitor may 
readily see how close a regulation is obtained 
in electric light engines. All the engines are 
equipped for taking indicator Cards, and this 
process may also be seen occasionally. 


ARE RUN BY UNSEEN POWER. 


Machinery Driven by Compressed Air at 
the World’s Fair. 

The compressed air service in the Exposi- 
tion grounds is attracting a great deal of at- 
tention. Nothing can be more mysterious 
than huge machines moving, as they do in 
the Mining and Transportation Buildings, 
with none of the rattle and creak of shafting, 
the smoke and, vapor,of steam, or the “ spark- 
ing’ and hum of an electric motor. The mo- 
tive power is quiet, invisible, and mysterious, 
but none the less poWerful, At one of the min- 
ing drill exhibits in the Mining Building and 
at an airbrakd ¢ jm ithe Transportation 
Building great gather daily to watch 
several small balls bobbing up,and down and 
moving around high in air, apparently hover- 
ing there without any means of sup- 
port. Not less wonderful .or interesting to 
the —— are the huge locomotives in 
the Transportation Building, which, with no 
steam in their boilers or smoke coming out 
of their stacks, whirl their huge wheels as if 
they were making miles of fast running on 
the rails. . 

Allthese mysterious effects are produced 
by the system of compressed air service with 
which these two buildings are supplied and 
which is in itself one of the engineering feat- 
ures of the: Fair. In Machinery Hall are 
located the huge compressors which pump the 
air through iron pipes to the various places 
where it is used. T ey are of three types and 
aggregate over 1,000 horse-power. Two work 
together to furnish air to the Transportation 
building. They keep a constant pressure 
there of from eighty to eighty-five pounds to 
the square inch. The air is carried from Ma- 
chinery Hall underground to the Transporta- 
tion Building ina huge nine-inch iron pipe 
most carefully constructed. When it arrives 
there it is split up and sent. under the floor in 
a hundred directions through five-inch and 
three-inch pipes to the various exhibits re- 
quiring power. A glance down one of the 
manholes in the floor of the building shows 
a network of huge pipes such as would drive 
un ordinary plumber crazy. This means 
of distributing power wherever it is 
wanted from under the (floor does 
away entirely with the unsightly, noisy 
shaiting used in the other mechanical build- 
ings. The entire air service was constructed 
under the charge of. Arthur Venning of the 
department and is universally voted one of 
engineering successes of the Exposition. - 

The other compressors are used for a 
unique purpose. They keep a constant air 
pressure of fifty-five pounds to the square 
inch and their power is applied to the drain- 
age system of the Exposition grounds. Owing 
to the fact that all the sewers had neces. 
sarily to be constructed on a level it would 


have been impossible to have kept a current. 
through them were it not for the automatic’ 


air ejectors placed at regular intervals and 
supplied with power from Machinery Hall. 
They create a constant current throughout the 
drainage system of the Exposition. 

The Mining Building is equipped with its 
air service in a little different manner. It be- 
ing considerably nearer than the Transporta- 
tion Building the live steam is sent directly 
there through a nine-inch pipe 2,000 feet 
long. Although this pipe is carefully lagged 
and inclosed in a wooden box yet the steam 
suffers a greater per cent of loss of pressure than 
the air sent 500 feet further through the same 
sized pipe to the Transportation Building, al- 
though the air pipe is entirely unprotected, a 
point greatly in favor of air for power trans: 
mission. When the live steam arrives at the 
Mining Building it is received at one of the 
mining machinery exhibits there and made to 
run a compresser which in turn supplies‘ the 
rest of the building with compressed air. . 

Compressed air is somewhat peculiar in its 
action when compared with stéam. While -it 
drives machinery fully as well it does it in a 
somewhat different way.. It is so dry com- 
pared to steam that pistons and packings do 
not swell sufficiently, and at first they leak 
until repacked. Then if the air is too great! 
expanded at the exhaust it grows very cold, 
and the small quantity of water it contains 
freezes ing very curious manner. This is, 
however, a great advantage in many cases, as 
an air engine runs cold instead of hot. The 
Transportation Building would be insufferable 
ona hot day if all the machinery running 
there was driven by steam instead of air. 
Another great advantage of the use of air is 
that it can exhaust wherever it will, and in- 
stead of being a discomfort is one of the best 
means of ventilation. Besides these advan- 
tages compressed air can be used several times 
before all the power is extracted from it. In 
the Dolcoath tin mine in Cornwall one cur- 
rent of air is made to successively serve four 
purposes. First it runs the roek-drills, then 
the pumps for keeping the mine free from 
water, then it turns the windlasses for hoist- 
ing ore, and lastly ventilates the end of the 
mine when the heat isso great that without

of Russia were loaned to represent 
the beautiful work done by girls in 
the lace school under the patronage of the 
Empress. A beautjful table-cloth which was 
presented to the reas by the school on 
the occasion of her silver wedding is loaned, 
also a piece of gold lace set with real pearls, 
and insertion to match, a cushion belonging 
to the rulers of Russia, and two gold em- 
broidered velvet robes, one purple, the other 
green, set with rls, are copied from old 
vestments. Ano interesting piece is a 
small picture, framed, representing a scene 
from *“*Hamlet,”’ worked in shaded yellow silks 
by convent girls.

STEERS BY THE AID OF AN ENGINE. 


Ingenious Contrivance That Interests Sail- 
ors Shown in Transportation. 

An exhibit of considerable interest to sailors 
is that of one of the ship supply companies in 
the Transportation Building, which consists 
of an engine to aid in the steering of a ship: 
A small reversible engine is connected with 
the steering wheel in such a manner that the 
engine responds exactly in proportion and di- 
rection as the wheel is turned. Thus the helms- 
man.in turning the wheel merely (opens and 
closes the throttle of the engine, while the en- 
gine replying exactly to the turn of the wheel, 
winds or unwinds the rudder chains and steers 
the ship. So finely does the engine work that 
a turn of one spoke of the wheel é@ither way is 
responded to immediately by the engine. A 
lever beside the wheel petmits of disconnect- 
ing the engine and connecting the wheel di- 
rectly to the rudder chains. Old‘sailors who 
have tried this steering device wonder at the 
ease with which the wheel turns and declare 
i ng ag must be giving them a hand down

Monument Containing All the Best?Known 
of Various Substances, 

An interesting thing is a monument in the 
Mines and Mining Building. Having fora 
base a huge chunk of bituminous coal, it rep- 
resents the actual amounts in their proper 
order of minerals, ores, and precious stones 
mined per second in the United States. It is 
a clever idea and ig well gotten up.

Shame. ie Oriental Publishing company, 


PETRIFIED PAVEMENTS IN TEXAS. 


_A Curious Formation, an Acre and a Half 


in Extent, of Unknown Origin. 


» Dallas News: A discovery of probably | 


great archeological value, as regards the pre- 
historic people of the United States, was 
recently made on the farm of H. Richwalls, 
twenty-five miles southwest of Decatur, in 
Wise County, Tex. It consists of a pavement 
of petrified wood, covering the summit of a 


mound oné and a half acres in area. Samples | 


of the pavement were brought by D. M. Gar- 
vin of Cleveland, O., who made the following 
statement regarding the discovery: 

“The mound is sixty fect high, square 
shaped, and with sloping sides. It was looked 
upon as an ordinary clay structure until a 
short time ago, when, in digging the soil on 
the summit, which is level and measures an 

lf, a petrified pavement was 
struck under what appeared to be a shallow 
deposit of drift. Further explorations showed 
that hy entire summit of the mound was 
paved, ; 

“The potion Moots Wee laid on ends 
compactiy as a Nicholson pavement. 
places the pavement is perfectly smooth, 
while in other places, owing to the depression 
that the soil has undergone during ages, it 
is ii tr. The mound, which was con- 
stru with mathematical precision, also 
contains some blocks of stone that seem to 
have been used in a building.”” The. samples 
of the pavement are four inches long, and un- 
ga tee | are petrified wood, 

Three inches of their length is silica and the 
remaining inch. measuring to the wearing sur- 
face, is carbonate of lime. This combination, 
which is not uncommon in petrifactions, 
shows that the pavement was probably set in 
silicious sand and that the upper part was 
subjected to the actionof water -contain- 
ing lime in solution. The blocks give evidence 
of having been split by & sharp instrument 
and sawed at the upper surface. 

While thousands of mounds have been dis- 
covered on this continent this is the only one 
in which, through the agency of petrifaction, 
Nature has embalmed an evidence of a place 
in civilization occupied by the mound build- 
ers far in advance of what had been accorded 
them by antiquarians. 

That this mysterious race practiced the arts 
of agriculture is proved by the fact that 
mounds are so close tog 
tricts as to have rendered it im 
their occupants to have subsist 
and hunting, and that those inhabitants en- 
gaged in mining and commerce is proved by 
Su 


by fishing 


discovery in Peruvian mounds of Lake 
or copper. 

ut, although copper chisels, rimmers, and 
indented knives (that might have been used 
as saws) have been found in mounds, there 
never was any proof that the mound builders 
were woodworkers until this distovery in Wise 
County. Wood being an article that time de- 
stroys, all its evidences of the home life of the 
mound builders must n y have long 
since been obliterated, except where pre- 
served by the agency of petrifaction. 

fhile this agency in the Wise County 
mound has only preserved a beautiful pave- 
ment, it may be inferred that a people suffi- 
ciently advanced to execute a work that in re- 
cent years has immortalized Nicholson in the 
annals of street engineering were capable of 
raising handsome wooden temples and other 
structures. 

That they were not of the same race as the 
Indians appears from the fact that the latter 
have no tradition concerning the origin of 
mounds, and were they the original mound 
builders, though their civilization subsequent- 
ly pertened, they could not have lost track of 
such an important part of the history of 
their race. 

Certain it is now that the mound builders

CRITICISED FROM A MILITARY POINT. 


Certain Matters of Detail to Reform in 
+“ The Girl I Left Behind Me.” . 


To one who knows anything of regular army 
life there are many grotesque absurdities in 
Belasco and Fyle’s play, “The Girl I Left 
Behind Me.” One likes to hear Sir Joseph 
Porter, K. C. B., tell Capt. Corcoran that he 
must tack an “If you plé@ase”’ to orders 
given to able seaman Ralph Racketraw, be- 
cause the ridiculous is the bone and sinew of 
a burlesque, but in a play that. to 
have a serious motive some attention should 
be given to truth in matters of detail, The 
discipline of the fragment of a cavalry troop 
that appears nightly at the Schiller is that of 
an old-time volunteer fire company, whose 
foreman was one of the boys. The familiarity 
that exists between commissioned officers and 
enlisted men is of the kind that would 
work death to discipline in an 
army post within twenty-four hours.

NEXT TO COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY. 


The Hues of Nature Reproduced by the 
mera, 

Philadelphia Telegraph: The Franklin In- 
stitute of this city has awarded the Elliott 
Cresson gold medal—its highest tribute of 
commendation—to Frederick Eugene Ives 
for his work in composite heliochromy. The 
committee of members of the institute who 
investigated Mr. Ives’ work was ‘composed 
entirely of practical photographers who 
were agreed that the recipient of the Cresson 
honor has, by means of photography, repro- 
duced all the colors of nature, a result never 
before accomplished. 

Not to be too technical, the Ives process 
consists of two devices. The first is a camera 
attachment by means of which three pictures 
representing the effect upon the three funda- 
mental color-sensations are made by a single 
exposure on a single sensitive plate and from 
a single point of view. The device as now per- 
Seched is simple, being comprised ina small 
box which may be attached to the front board 
of an ordinary camera. The division of the 
light ray is effected by transparent mirrors in 
such manner.as to dispose the images sym- 
metrically on a single plane without altering 
the position of the camera in relation to the 
object. | 

The second device, the heliochromoscope, 
contains the same arrangement of mirrors, 
turned about so as to serve to recombine the 
three photographs in such manner that the 
photographic color-record is translated into 
color again as readily as the sound-record in 
the phonogram is translated into sound in 


the phonograph. The most important advan- 


tage of this device is that it may be used at 
any time, at a minute’s notice, like the stereo- 
scope; and, as almost everybody may possess 
one, it is competent to make the realization of 
color-photography a household affair. 

It is evident that the Ives system cannot 
serve any purpose without the employment of 


| the heliochromoscope, or an adaptation there- 


rojecting lantern. The Lippmann 
process, should it ever be perfected, must nec- 
essarily be far in advance, for then photo- 
graphs could be taken in colors and dupli- 
cated. The heliochromoscupe is of the pres- 
ent; the Lippmann invention, according to 
many enthusiastic advocates, has the future 
before it, as had Daguerre’'s.

Tux record of the Exposition was marred 
when some of the directors secure’ an aB- 
propriation of World’s Fair funds for the pur- 
pose of erecting on the Lake-Front a statue 
of Columbus, not so much to encourage art 
or help the Exposition as to benefit the Audi. 
torium Hotel and Congress Hall, in whose 
welfare they took a lively interest. In that 
case $40,000 was expended’ in a manner 
which could not add one cent to the receipts 
of the Fair or minister directly or indirectly 
to the comfort or pleasure of any one who 
visited it. This diversion of Exposition funds 
was in extremely bad taste, and a respect for 
the opinion of others should have caused 
those who are responsible for it to have , been 
the most eatnest in opposing it. Tue Tri- 
uNE is decidedly of the opinion that the share- 
holders in the Auditorium and Congress Hall 
who are responsible for the Kretschmar Co- 
lum bus and its location where it is should put 
their hands in their own pockets and restore 
the entire cost of it to the Exposition treasury. 


OPEN SUNDAY FOR 25 CENTS. 

Chief Justice Fuller and District Judges A\l- 
len and Bunn of the Court of Appeals have re- 
versed the action of the Circuit Court in 
granting an injunction restraining the direct- 
ors from opening the Exposition Sundays, 
The unanimous opinion of the Judges was 
that the Court of Appeals has the jurisdiction 
which the lawyers for the Sunday-closers de- 
nied it pogsessed; that the government can 
suffer no loss by reason of the opening of the 
Fair Sundays, and hence has no right in 
equity to the relief prayed for; and that when 
the question is looked at from the standpoint 
of equity the amount of money invested in the 
Fair by the government was a trifle and its in- 
terest correspondingly small as compared 
with the great amount invested by the other 
parties—this city and its citizens—whose in- 
terest is. so great. 

The views of Judge Grosscup were sustained 
and those of Circuit Court Judges Woods and 
Jenkins overruled. .The elaborate argument 
of the former that the powers of the General 
Government were unlimited as concerned the 
Exposition did not meet with ‘the approval 
of the Chief Justice or Judge Allen. Tus 
Trisune did not think it would. But this 
paper is so fortunately situated that it is ready 
for either fortune. When the Circuit Court 
ordered Sunday closing Tue Trisune got 
comfort from Judge Woods’ Federalist doc- 
trine. When the Chief Justice overruled that 
doctrine THe Trrmunz was cheered by the 
reflection that he at the same time opened the 
Fair Sundays. 

The avowed object of the directors in fight- 
ing for the opening of the Exposition the 
first day of the week was that the working- 
men might visit it on their rest day. The di- 
rectors have carried their point. Their next 
step should be to put it in the power of all the 
workingmen, whether poorly or well paid, to 
reap the fruits of the victory won in their 
ndme by reducing the price of admission on 
certain Sundays one-half. There are thou- 
sands of workingmen who want to go to the 
Fair who can go oniy Sundays, but to whom 
50 cents seems to bé andis a large sum of 
money. They would go, however, if they had 
to pay but 25 cents. And those who now go 
alone would take their wives with them if 
each had to pay but a quarter. 

The directors ought to give those working- 
men a chance, and the way to do it is to set 
apart experimentally the first Sunday of each 
month asa * people’s day,” any adult to be 
admitted for 25 cents and any child: for 15. 
They should try the experiment on the first 
Sunday of July and see how it works. If the 
result is what Tue Trrecwe believes it will be 
the directors will be thankful that they acted 
on its suggestion. 

Fifty cents isa moderate price for admis- 
sion considering the amount of money in- 
vested in the Fair and what there is to see 
there. But it should be remembered that the 
cost of tickets to the Paris Exposition was 
only about 10 cents. The nominal price was 
20, but-it was reduced a half owing to the 
great number of tickets given as prizes in the 
lottery schemes by which money was raised 
for the Fair. These tickets thrown on the 
market in great numbers forced down the 
price. Therefore in compaténg the statistics 
of attendance at the two, Expositions, the fact 
that the admission fee was five times greater 
in one case than the other should not be lost 
sight of. As there are people who will go to 
the Exposition if it costs a quarter but will 
not if it costs a half, give them a day now and 
If they go once they will go again— 
some of them on the 50-cent days. 

There is abundant room at Jackson Park 
for twice as many people as have been there 
on the biggest Sunday. So why not reduce 
the rates occasionally and fill the grounds? 
Railroads find cheap excursions pay. The 
directors will find the ‘‘ people’s days” prof- 
itable. Other expositions always have found 
that to be the case. It is better to have 200.,- 


|} 000 people at the Exposition paying 25 cents 


each than 100,000 paying 50 cents each. 
For the 200,000 will pay to the Exposition, 
through concession holders, about twice as 
much as the 100,000. Thereis no cause to 
be afraid of a few days with reduced rates. 
They will give the Exposition a mighty boom. 
If the experiment of a 25-cent Sunday proves 
to be successful the rate for that day may be 
made permanent. 

The directors should take these suggestions 
to heart. They asked for open Sundays for 
the workingmen. The court has given them 
what they gsked for. They must do their 
part now by lowering the rates so that the 
poor workingmas can do what Chief Justice 
Fuller said he had a right to do—go to the 
Exposition on the one day of the week which 
is peculiarly his own. 


YESTERDAY AT THE FAIR.

| the Fair yesterday. He must have been a 
blasé person who staid away from it if it 
were possible for him to go. From morning 
until midnight the beautiful White City was 
the scene of a carnival of popular entertain- 
ments. The visitor who took in all the sights 
began his round at the Music Hall, where he 
heard such speakers as Chauncey Depew, 
Gen, Horace Porter, Gen. 8, B. Buckner, and 
Senator Lindsay of Kentucky, and Justice 
Brewer of the District of Columbia, address- 
ing the Sons of the Revolution in memory of 
Bunker. Hill day, and if he were so disposed 
he went next to the patriotic reception at the 
Woman’s Building and closed the seven- 
teenth of June part of his program at the 
Massachusetts House, where the Governor of 
the Old Bay State and members of the Gen- 
eral Court were waiting to receive him. Or 
he may have begwn his day’s recreation at the 
Russian pavilion in the Liberal Arts Building 
and witnessed its dedication with the impos- 
ing ceremonies of the Greek church to the 
ringing of bells and the singing of the I vanoff 
choir. This would leave him tjme to get 
bis lunch and then witness the picturesque

If 
the visitor were more quietly inclimed he 
could go to the delightful concert and hear 
Lloyd, the greatest of tenors, sing and'the in- 
comparable Thomas Orelftstra play, and when 
the coricert was over he could have gone to 
the reception in the beautiful California 
House, As evening came on he would get his 
supper in some picturesque foteign dafé to 
the strains of excellent music, and then: take a 
ride on the lagoon and smoke his cigar. As 
darkness came on he would have the fairy 
land sight of the buildings illuminated and a 
brilliant display of fireworks, If he wére not 
disposed for any of the sights mentiomed he 
still would have had the great White City, 
crowded with the chdicest and most artistic 
productions from all parts of the world; | 
No where else in the wide world is sucha 
pleasure garden as that which offered its at- 
tractions to visitors yesterday at the Fair. 
The officials are to be congratulated for the 
admirable manner in which they entertained 
the people. The attendanee demonstrates 
how much they appreciated the diversified 
and fascinating program set out for theny. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE WORLD.: 

During many centuries there have been peo- 
ple in every age who believed that the end 
of the world was near. The idea that the 
earth was doomed to speedy destruction ap- 
pears to have been entertained alike among 
the Aryans and the Semites long before the 
days of Jesus, but the utterances ascribéd to 
him were so precise, except as to date, that 
since then they have been quoted most ex- 
tensively, and the Christian churches are 
those which have looked most confidently 
for a catastrophe involving the utter destruc- 
tion of the preseht order of things. ‘The 
prophecies of the Old Testament and the 
“Revelations” of the New have - been \ran- 
sacked times without number for material 
to furnish a basis from which computations 
as to the time of the event could be made,and 
the results of thousands of such calculations 


have been given to (the world,-only ta .be | 


proven false by the event. The world per- 
sisted in not being destroyed, and was affetted 
as little by the predictions ds is the moon by 
the baying of a dog. There is no reason to 
doubt that in the first few years following the 
death of Jesus on the cross the disciples were 
in daily expectation of the calamity referred 
to, and it seems probable the anticipation was 
at least one of the causes of their holding all 
things in common, as related in the Acts of 
the Apostles. But predictions that the eni of 
the world was near at hand -have been made 
from other assumed data, prominent 
among which are the conjunctions of the 
superior planets, eclipses of the sun, the 
apparition of large comets, and the falling of 
star showers. But these phenomena were 
readily accepted by the Christian churches as 
forerunners, because they were referred t® in 
the gospels as signs of the times preceding or 
accompanying the final collapse. 

Another page of this issue of Taz Trisenz 
contains an article by the French astronomer, 
Flammation, giving a historical sketch of the 
idea. and the influence of fear upon the peo- 
ples of successive ages and different counties 
as induced by current applications of these 
predictions to specific dates then near at hand. 
It is preceded by excerpts from the gos- 
pels.of Matthew and Luke and the writings 
Paul bearing on the subject and 
‘forming the foundation for the’ fears stated. 
The sketch should be interesting, not only as 
a matter of history but as helping the reatler 
to see how little value should be attached to 
recent predictions that the end of the world 


is to occur near the close of the present ceént- . 


ury. It is natural to suppose that the hunian 
race will die out some time, as.a consequence 
of the cooling down of the sun and earth to a 
point’ below the temperature essential ta its 
existence and the resulting diminution of 'the 
atmosphere of our planet to a tenuity incom- 
patible with healthy respiration as now nedes- 
sary to man and many other animals. But it 
is demonstrable that the advent of such con- 
ditions will not occur till several millions of 
years hence. Previous to that individwals 
will die out from disease, accident, or old 
age. In greater or less numbers. they may 
be killed off by war, pestilenee, famine, 
storms, earthquakes, and perhaps by other 
agencies. Natigns wili disappear by replace- 
ment or absorption, and the contour of land 
and water surfaces may be changed extensiive- 
ly by the slower processes of nature. But 
none of these things involve the destruction of 
the race asa whole, still,Jesa its translation to 
the skies. The failure of thousands of pre- 
dictions that the world would come speedily 
to an end should be'sufficient to feassure’ the 
doubting ones whose fears have been excited 
by similar predictions in the last two or three 
years.

TRANSPORTATION AND QUARTERS, 
One of the points insisted on the most by 
those who were disappointed .when this city 
got the Exposition was that, assuming theicor- 
rectness of the estimates made of the large 
attendance, it would be impossible to provide 
accommodations for the visitors; that on 
those occasions when national convenfions 
had brought great crowds here the capacity of 
the hotels, great as it was, was‘taxed to the 
uttermost. Another point was that if as 
many went to the Fair as it was claimed there 
would it would be impossible to carry them 
to and from Jackson Park. This last point 
did worry the directors somewhat. 
Time has shown how baseless those fears of 
a lack of accommodations were. The pdéople 
who expressed them did not reflect that while 
it does not pay to build new ‘hotels or start 
new boarding-houses for the visitors to a 


national convention, in session: for a week at - 


the most, it was quife a different matter when 
the rush was to last for about six months. 
Since the Exposition was to be open long 
enough to make it pay to go to some ‘expense 
to provide bed and board for strangers, new 
down-town hotels were opened for those who 
wanted to pay high prices, and new ones near 
the Fair grounds for those who wanted to pay 
leas, while everybody who had spare room or 
rooms fitted them up for boarders. | Thé re- 
sult is that even when the crowd reaches the 
top notch there will be quarters for all—at 
the fashionable hotels for those who want to 
go te them and at the cheap and plain places 
for those who prefer such. A trip thréugh 
the territory west of Jackson Park, which has 
been given up almost wholly to hotel and lodg- 
ing-house uses, shows that its capacity to ab- 
‘sorb visitors has really mot been tested yet. 
The last two Thursdays—when the Infanta 
was onthe grounds and German day was 
celebrated—have shown the satisfactoriness 
of the means of transportation and that the 
limit of; their capacity has been by no means 
reached. The [Illinois Central and the ele- 
vated have had the benefit of a month ahd a 
half of experience. The service of the (for- 
mer particularly is admirable. Defeéctsiand 
omissions have been discovered from! time to 
time and have been remedied, Everything is 
working almost aitomatically now. The

iJ ohn Adams said that “the great anniver- 
sary festival’ of this‘country ‘‘ ought to be

Toa considerable extent 
his advice has been followed. The Fourth of 
July is the noisiest day in the year and is cele- 
brated with a variety of sports, such as base- 
ball games and trotting matches, and with 
railroad and steamboat excursions, festivities 
in parks, ete., which he never dreamed of. 

The #xposition Committee on Ceremonies 
admires President Adams’ ideas and wants 
the Fourth to be observed at Jackson Park 
on a gtand American scale, The committee 
desires a big crowd, a big noise, anda big 
show, so that the American eagle, scorning to 
pay attention to what is going on elsewhere, 
will hover directly over the park and shadow 
it|with his wings. Itis the desire of. the com- 
miittee to have prominent orators from all 
parts of the United States to make patriotic 
speeches while innumerable bands are con- 
stantly playing ‘‘ Yankee Doodle.” The pres- 
ence of the militia, of all regular troops that 
are available, and of all local organizations 
in full regalia is also desired. At night there 
miust be fireworks, of, course, not merely the 
firecrackers of the sniall boys, but set pieces, 
recalling-the memory of the deeds and the 
heroes of 1776. —

If'a really big man were to speak all would 
like to hear him, but only a few out of the im- 
miense crowd could do so. 

So the main features of the celebration at 
Jackson Park should be such as appeal to the 
eye rather than the ear. Fireworks are good. 
So are parades and processions and decora- 
tions. If the President could be persuaded 
to attend with his wife they would be draw- 
ing cards. The more uniformed soldiers the 
better. If they could be induced to go 
through a variety of fancy mameuvers the 
attendance would be improved. - Music is an 
attraction, but while forty bands playing 
‘‘Vankee Doodle” all the time might impress 
foreigners with a sense of the fervor of Amer- 
ican patriotism their, melody might interfere 
somewhat with conversation. 

The desire of the committee is to draw more 
people than were at the Exposition on Ger- 
man day. There should be nodifficulty about 
that, providing the, program is an attractive 
one, for the Fourth of July belongs as much 


} to! and is observed ag faithfully by the Ger- 


man citizensas by any others. The Amer- 
ican day, which takes in all nationalities, 
must call out a greater crowd than all others. 
The members of the committee have two 
weeks before them, and in that time ought to 
be able to prepare plans which will do, them 
or and fill Jackson Park. 


THEY MUST REDUCE RATES. 

The managers of the Western railroads are 
- playing the hog ’’ in the matter of transpor- 
tation rates to and from the World’s Fair. 
Their attitude is all the more reprehensible as 
it is directly opposed to the policy of the East- 
ern lines, outlined by Mr. Depew. The latter 
proposes to run weekly or semi-weekly excur- 
sign trains at a single fare for the round trip, 
and at least some of them will do much more 
than that if they see reason to believe it is 
wanted. It is believed they will run cheap 
trains three or four times a week when needed, 
and in some cases permit the return journey 
to|be taken on a regular train. 

The Western lines are almost a unit in the 
expressed determination to.exact all the traffic 
will bear. Their managets allege they cannot 
afford to reduce rates, and that there is no use 
in doing it, as they will have all the business 
they can handle otherwise. The insincerity of 
these declarations is evidénced by the fact 
that they propose to continue to pay big com- 
missions to the scalping fraternity instead of 
offering the difference to the public as an in- 
ducement to the masses to visit the Fair. One

the idea that to cut the rates in two would 
langely swell the attendance from outside the 
city, while he makes the unfounded claim that 
people would be satisfied with present rates 
“ifthey knewas well as we know that the 
limit of reduced rates has been reached.” 

In effect this is saying that. the Western 
railroads are not able or willing to earry peo- 
ple to and from the Fair on the same terms 
that voluntarily are offered excursionists to 
conventions and other minor gatherings. 
The people cannot believe this and are not 
satisfied with it, however much the apologists 
for high rates muy try to make it appear they 
are in the right. Of course the tide of travel 
is greater than it was a year ago. There are 
many people so anxious to visit the Fair that 
if necessary they would pay more than the 
regular rates for transportation. The acces- 
sion of business from this class, added 
to the hormal patronage which would 
exist if there were no Fair, may be 
sufficient to fill up the regular trains. But 
that fact is not a good reason for omitting to 
put on extras up to the limit of capacity and 
offering to carry in them the people who can- 
not afford to pay high rates. The latter would 
be content with less accommodation than is 
demanded by regular passengers, and unless 
attracted by low rates, such as are freely of.- 
fered for conventions and State fairs, will not 
come atall. In that case they will stay at 
home and denounce the “‘ penny wise, pound 
foolish” policy of the railroads, with the re- 
sult that the transportation companies will be 
less in popular favor than ever before, being 
regarded as deliberately plotting to carry out 
the grab game in connection with the Fair. 

The hint is thrown out by or for some of 
these dog-in-the-manger fellows that they will 
put down the rates by-and-by. But when, if 
atall? Afterthe Fair is half over and the 
farmers are busy with harvest work? e 
agriculturists could not afford to travel then, 
though offered the privilege of doing so at 
even less than half rates. They should be 
offered low rates now, at the time when spring 
work in the fields is finished and that of the 
summer and autumn has not begun, They 
now have comparative leisure, and ‘untold 
thousands of them would gladly embrace the 
‘opportunity to visit the Fair who could not 
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‘trol of the Fair in the hands of the Council of 
- Administration is another long step towards 


securing the ultimate success of the great Ex- 
position. It wipes out all the standing com- 
mittees of the local corporation except the 
Executive, Finnnce, and Legislative, and to 
that extent simplifies the management of the 
Fair. It also abolishes the Department of 
Collections and Admissions, which has to do 
with tickets and passes and the collection of 
percentages fram concessionnaires, as well as 
the Committee on Ceremonies. Col. Davis, 
who is now Director-General of the National 
Commission, also is made ‘Director-General 
of the directory, as well as Chief Executive 
Officer of the Council of Administration, and 
thus becomes Ditector-General of the whole 
Exposition. Supt. Burnham, Director of 
Works, is made his lieutenant, and the Co- 
lumbian Guards. as well as the Construction 
Department, will bein his hands subject to 
his superior officera, 


This policy, which should have been adopt-. 


ed long ago, not only will simplify the entire 
management of the Fair by doing awa'y with 
the intolerable circumlocution which has 
been the rule in the past, but it will substitute 
uniformity for eonfusion and harmony for 
discord. Hereafter petty subordinates will 
not contest of spit upon orders issued by their 
superiors as they have done more than once 
in the past, owing to the absence of supreme 
authority. The management of the Fair will 
become more systematic and its official ma- 
chinery will run more smoothly. The friction 
in the various departments and between the 
local directors and the National Commission 
will cease. Every man from the Director- 
General down will know his place, and his 
duties and responsibilities will be so de- 
fined that there will be an anxiety to 
escape public penalty by definite performance 
of duty. Had such a policy as this been 
instituted at the beginning there would have 
been fewer and probably none of those un- 
fortunate wrangles which more than once 
have threatened to become public scandals 
and to endanger the success of the Fair. It 
will now be possible for the Council of Ad- 
ministration to devote itself to the. work of 
making the Fair a success without fearing 
that its orders will be contested at every step 
and that interference may occur without any 
notice. In a word, the new policy concen- 
trates authority, fixes responsibility, and must 
secure harmony. 

Director-General Davis and his lieutenant, 
Supt. Burnham, backed by the Council of 
Administration, will make a strong team. 
They are both men of executive ability. They 
have the interests of the Fair and of the city 
at heart. They are hard workers and they 
have a natural pride in their positions. That 
the local directors will apptove the action of 
the Executive committee goes without saying. 
When that is done the management of the 
Fair will be reorganized without any unneces- 
sary delay, and under the control of the Ad- 
ministration Council the Exposition will be 
run as it should. The governing power will be 
in competent hands. The people will do the 
rest. 


A ruTILz effort has been made by certain 
parties to have it appear that the Irish Indus- 


tries Village on the Midway Plaisance at the 
World’s Fair, established under the auspices 


of Lady Aberdeen, has not had the support or 
approval of the Nationalists of Ireland. The 
effort was, of course, malicious. If there 
were any doubt asi to the attitude of the Irish 
Nationalists it would be removed by the fol- 
lowing cablegram published in the Chicago 
daily papers yesterday ; 

DvusBLiIn, June 16.—At a meeting of the Dublin 
Municipal Council today ré@Solutions expressing 
satisfaction at the auccessful opening of the Irish 
Industrial Village at the World’s Fair were 
adopted. 

The resolutions were offered by the Lord Mayor 
and seconded by Ald. Joseph Meade. Satisfac- 
tion is also expressed in the resolution for the 
admirable arrangement made for the display of 
Irish industries; which have been carried out 
under the supervision of the Countess of Aber- 
deen and her assistants. 

The Council heartily commends this enterprise 
to the favorable notice of the American people, 
and records its strong sense of obligations under 
which Lady Aberdeen has placed all classes of 
the Irish people by her praiseworthy and ener- 
getic efforts in their behalf. 

The Dublin Council which adopted these 
resolutions is the most aggressiveiy National- 
ist public body in Ireland. Its indorsement 
of the Irish Industrial Village is a sufficient 
answer to the carping critics and mischief- 
makers, who have been trying to detract from 
the great work of a noble woman in the inter- 
est of a people who have too few friends of 
her rank and station. It may be added in 
this:connection that the Irish Industries Vil- 
lage is financially one of the most successful 
features of the World’s Fair—a fact which 
must be gratifying to those who understand 
that the proceeds are to be devoted to the 
fuller development of the new industrial 
movement in Irelhnd. 


Tue City of Paris contains-an established 
bureau, with a register and a regular tariff, or 
scale of charges, for services rendered by some 
of its clients to others who want substitutes 
for suffering. It furnishes ‘“‘doubles”’ for serv- 
ce in the courts and confinement in jail. Of 
course there is a limit beyond which this sub- 
stitution is not permttted, but it appears to be 
the rule for minor offenses committed by per- 
sons who are wealthy enough to pay another 
to undergo what otherwise he must bear him- 
self. The young dude who is arrested for a 
misdemeanor can send around to the bureau 
for a substitute. Of course he has to pay the 
officer something, in addition to the bureau 
charge, but the latter would seem to be cheap 
enough. One dollar per day, paid in advance, 
is sufficient to enable’ the sinner to 
avoid jail, though if the time be 
aiong one the fee may include an extra sum 
of $10 for the purchase of a new suit of 
clothes in which the professional can wear an 
air of semi-respectability while waiting for 
another job. A more formal arrangement 
covers some cases for which personal identity 
is supposed to be insisted upon. Some of the 
Parisian papers keep one of these substitutes 
as its titular editor. Ordinarily he has 
nothing to do, but when the paper publishes 
something which the authorities determine to 
punish by sending the editor to jail it is the 
“double” who goes there, not the actual 
journalist. How convenient such an arrange- 
ment would have been for certain boodling 
Aldermen, County Commissioners, and others 
who have run foul of justice at different times 
in the history of this city! 

It was stated yeeterday tieoreectify that the 
bill to increase the number of Judges in this 
county was defeated. Thanks to the Speaker, 
it was put through at the last moment, and 
this fall six new Judges will be elected. Mr. 
O’ Donnell, who championed the bill, hopes to 
be one of them, ahd it is thought not unlikely 
that the Speaker would ‘like to be another. 
The salaries of these six men and their retain. 
ers and the rent of their court-rooms will

Ir is reported that the water in the river 
“ has bten steudily growing worse for a week, 
until it has reached a condition as bad as it 
ever has been. The black river water extends 
into the lake a thousand feet beyond the light- 
house and then turns tothe southeast, form- 
ing a long, black mark on the surface of the 
lake about halfa mile from shore, nearly to 
the Fair grounds, where the sewage is finally 
lost by the chemical action of purée water.” 
This state of things can be remedied by work- 
ing the Bridgeport pumps to their fullest ca- 
pacity. That capacity is now about 65,000 
cubic feet per minute. If that much water is 
sent down the canal from the lake it will im- 
prove the condition of the river and render the 
canal less offensive to the people of the valley. 
The Mayor and Engineer Artingstall, 
fully comprehend the situation, ought to see 
to this. At the same time precautions should 
be taken to prevent any of the sewage-pol- 
luted water being sent through the tunnels, 
even though it be necessary to suspend the 
operation of the two-mile crib for a period. 
The tunnel capacity of the Lake View, Hyde 
Park, and four-mile works will be sufficient to 
meet the public demands for several days, and 


until the river is again in its normal condition.

Tue resignation of Director W,'T. Baker is 
a natural abt on the part of a man who is 
fond of hard work and who loses all taste 
for a position when he sees it is becoming 
something of a sinecure.

He can be spared now, when the Exposition 
is moving rapidly onward to assured success, 
much better than would have been the case at 
an earlier day while it was struggling with dif- 
ficulties which his persistence and determina- 
tion were largely iastrumental in overcoming.

SALE OF A $400,000 HOLDING. 


It Originally Represented an Outlay of but 
$8,500 and Has Been Carrying Itself. 
Lazarus Silverman has sold his Dearborn 
street holding to Eugene Arnstein, a New 
York man, for $400,000. The property 
runs through from Dearborn street to Ply- 
mouth place and is located ninety-nine feet 
south of Jackson street. It has a frontage of 
75 feet and is 70 feet deep. According to Mr. 
Silverman’s calculations the land brought 
$5,000 a front foot, while the improvements 
brought $25,000. This land valuation is 
equivalent to somethin over 
square foot. Aside m 
price secured the sale 
especial interest for a number of reasons. 
Mr. Silverman has been a heavy buyer of 
This is probably 
the first sale made by him of down-town 
prereese, Back in 1856 Mr. Silverman 
ught a twenty-five-foot lot on Edina place, 
now known as Plymouth place, improved 
with a cottage from lLutner Nichols for 
$4,000. Dearborn street at that time only 
extend@d to Madison street and the Edina 
lace lot ran back 105 feet toa twelve- 
foot alley. In 1864 he bought the 
adjoining fifty feet of land with 
two cottages for $4,500. The three. lots. 
originally bought for $8,500, carved down 
by the opening of Dearborn street, formed 
the holding which has just been turned over 
at $400,000. Dearborn street was extended 
first to Monroe street and subsequently a 
roposition was made to extend it south as 
ar as Twenty-second street. The property- 
owners objected on account of the high as- 
sesstnent made, and the matter was carried up 
to the Supreme Court. Supreme Court 
sustained the assessment finally, but during 
the litigation the fire had destroyed all im- 
provements, including factory buildings alon 
the alley. The property-owners interes 
called a meeting and petitioned the Common 
Council for a new assessment for this reason. 
The assessment amounted to $1,300,000. In 
the adjustment of benefits and damages the 
owners of corners secured heavy judgments 
above the benefits, while the owners of inside 
lots besides having their holdings cut down 
were forced to pay iarge sums.

MANUFACTURING TOWN MOVEMENTS. 


Work on Factory, Residence, and Business 
Buildings Carried On Actively. 

Charles P. Parish & Co., whose large fac- 
tory is now on Pacific avenue, have begun to 
take down their machinery and are making 
extensive preparations for moving into their 
new factory at Chicago Heights, which will 
be completed and ready for occupancy July 1. 

The new buildings of the Chicago Steel 
Works are nearing completion and will be in 


. full operation not later than July 15. Their 


buildings will cover five acres of ground. The 


machinery and plant throughout will be all 
‘new and modern and. it will be one of the 


most complete steel mills in the country. 

Within the last three days World’s Fair vis- 
itors from nearly every State in the Union 
have visited Harvey, and anumber of sales 
have resulted. Two large business blocks are 
nearing completion, and considerable prop- 
erty was purchased last week with the pros- 
pect of immediate improvement. The Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk round house is neurly 
finished. It is located on Halsted street, be- 
tween One Hundred and Fifty-fourth and One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth streets.. It will ac- 
commodate engines for the twelve new subur- 
ban trains to be added to Harvey’s present 
suburban service on this road. The Chicago 
and Grand Trunk have also decided to buiid 
a new passenger depot which will be situated 
near Columbia avenue and One Hundred and 
Fifty-second street. It is to be constructed of 
brick with stone trimmings, and will cost in 
the neighborhood of $8,000. 

The Carter White Lead Company report 
that their plant for the manufacture of white 
lead at West Pullman will be completed and 
in operation not later than Dec. 31 of this 
year. 

The Whitman & Barnes Manufacturing 
Company have the foundations in for three of

charitable purposes, and men whose names ap: 

ar in connection with the word. bank in d 
etters on their business doors. Each of those 
firms has a get po system of its own, A'man 
owns a piece of property on which he desines to 
erect a building, but he has not the’ nec- 
essary cash. He is informed by the loan

Onthe strength of 
such promises the owner commissions an airch- 
itect to complete plans, “take estimates, and let 
contracts, com vey work, and getthe building 
up one story. hen the contractor wants money 
on his contractito pay his men, but the owner 
is informed tthat the property upon close 
investigation is not worth half what it was when 
he signed his application, the money market is 
tight, there is 4 flaw in the abstract. or that the 
light court in the center of the building is top 
small. The borrower has to have money, he is 
known in his neighborhood, and does not want 
his neighbors » see his building stopped. Work- 
men lie around his building without pay and 
look on him as a confidence man. He cails on 
the loan man of banker and asks for his papers, 
but is informed that he has to pay a certain sum 
for lawyer's fees, examining abstract and gtar- 
antee policies. | He has to have money, and is 
told that by paying 5 per cent he will stand a 
ood chance of|securing a loan shortly. He goes 
canes relieved, and makes liberal promises on the 
strength of what he has learned from the banker 
to return in a few days and find himself deéper 
and deeper in trouble. The workmen have put 
liens oh his praperty. and he is informed that it 
is almost impogsible to get a party to loan on 
property having liens on it. eison the Ml i 
of losing his property, and his friends are in r- 
ing what is the} matter with the building. Thp 
unions have blacklisted his job and union agents 
and crowds of workmen surround his residence.

A MINING STAMPEDE IN MONTANA. 


» a See 
Peculiar Results ‘from a Prospector’s In- 
definite Report. 

Butte Inter-Mountain: There) have been 
many stampedes in Montana within the last 
thirty years. Not stampedes of horses and 
eattle, but of men. From the discovery of 
gold on Grasshopper Creek in| Beaverhead 
County in 1862 to the present day stampedes 
to new diggings have been of frequent occur- 
rence. From Bannock to Alder Gulch, from 
Alder Gulch to Last Chance, and thence to 
Confederate, to Highland, to Silver Bow, Pio- 
neer, Lincoln, Berr, and a hundred others. 
But one of thé worst stampedes that ever took 
place in Montana was to Sun River in the 
spring of 1866. 

That was one of the coldest springs ever ex- 
perienced by white men in Montana. A ter- 
rific blizzard set in shortly after the stampede 
fairly began for Sun River. No one knew 
what had been discovered or whether any- 
thing at all, but a rumor got abroad that rich 
diggings had been found, and nearly every 
man who could rustle a small grub stake and 
cayuse started for the supposed new gold 
fields. At that day the country to the north 
was not inhabited, and the sufferings endured 
by the stampeder# were terrible. 

Many were frozen in the pitiless storm, a 
few lost their lives, and to this day a few old- 
timers are living in the State minus fingers 
and toes from that fearful trip. It turned out 
also that there had been no discovery of gold 
made, which added disappointment to the 
sufferings of the stampeders, and if the party 
who started the story of rich gold discoveries 
had been found then his days would have 
been speedily shortened. 

But no one seemed to know then nor does 
any one now know exactly how the great Sun 
River stampede started. It is supposed to 
have been caused by a letter written by a man 
who had gone from Last Chance in the fall. 
This man, in his own estimation, had met with 
flattering success. He had fallen in with 
some friendly Blackfoot Indians, secured a 
squaw who had some horses and @ tepee, and 
~was in a land filled with wild game of all kinds. 

He thought it was the next thing to para- 
dise. He wrote toa friend in Helena that he 
had struck it rich, intended to stay all winter, 
and was well fixed and well satisfied with his 
find, failing to state what the particular find 
was. ‘To the miners who saw it there was but 
one meaning to be attached to his words: He 
had struck diggings, and that is what started 
oe great Sun River stampede in the early 

ays.

As in the case of the savings banks 
which took the same action, depositors 
promptly gave notice of their proposed with- 
drawal anda few days later recon- 
sidered the matter and canceled their 
notices. Building societies in Chicago have 
gained a reputation which should not be 


‘jeopardized by the operations of a few dis- 


honest or careless officials. The statement 
has been made that the inatallments paid to Il- 
linois associations are handled more honestly 
and at a less expense than any similar deposits 
in other financial institutions, If this is so 
the satisfactory development of the build- 
ing society system has occurred under 
a loose system of State inspection. 
The bookkeeping necessary to the man- 
agement of a large building society 
is of the most complicated character. The 


superficial examination of accounts made by - 


auditing committees of necessity cannot be 
thorough. The members of these committees 
although acting in good faith lack the time 
and often the ability to analyze accounts. 
The present State inspection law is no more 
of a saf to members than is the practice 
of having examinations made by auditing 
committees. ‘The build loan officers 
are honest from inclination rather 
than from necessity. 
conservative representatives 
building society system believe that as the 
system develops more safeguards should be 
ca about it. The proposed legislation in 
this State is advocated on this line, and re 
ports of individual societies are being care- 
fully scrutinized. A report must now be in 
itself an indication of the work done bya 
society. Quarterly statements which aim to 
deceive are a thing of the past. There is no 
attempt to make it appear that stock which 
will naturally mature in ten years will mature 
in eight. In. short, building and loan busi- 
ness is being conducted on business prin- 
ciples. |

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THE UNITED STATES AND EUROPE. 


Alarm in the Old World at the Rapid 
Strides of Brother Jonathan, 
Paris Figaro: The United States does not 


threaten us from a military point of view, but | 


from an economic point of view it consti- 
tutes for usan immediate and pressing danger. 
The debt contracted by the United States dur- 
ing ,the civil war will be completely ex- 
tinguished before the end of the century, 
while the total debt of the European countries 
is reckoned to amount to the formidable fig- 
ure of 126 milliards of francs. The United 
States maintainsan army of only 27,000 
men—about the number includéd in a 
single one of our army corps. In Europe/ 
there are 3,500,000 men kept in military 
service in time of peace, and it is easy to rec- 
ognize what a loss in their productive capaci- 
ty is caused to European States annually. It 
must be borne in mind that the men thus 
taken away from peaceful work are all at the 
maximum of their strength and at the age 
when a man’s character is formed. The loss 
resulting from such a state of things is fright-- 
ful when considered as a factor in the indus- 
trial struggle against the United States. It 
would be Sener blindn not to see that in 
these conditions the p ive and rapid de- 
velopment of the United States menaces Eu- 
rope with such a conipetition that the time 

ill surely come when ‘the axis of industrial 
power, of human activity, and of political in- 
fluence will be changed to the advantage of 
the New World. 

This evolution movement threatens France 
more than any other European nation, be- 
cause it is France which is bearing the heav- 
iest burdens and which has the largest debt. 
Everywhere in Europe, even among 
smallest nations, they are talking at this mo- 
ment only of armaments, increase of soldiers 
and war material. and naturally, also, of new 
taxes. In 1870 Europe devoted annually to 
the preparation for war thesum of about three 
milliards; at present the annual expenditure 
for the same purpose is five miliiards. In

more than 2,000,000 men; toda ~ A keeps 
more than 3,500,000, ‘In 1879 
mated that, in case of war, she could place in 
line, as a supreme effort, about 7,000,000 
men; today she could have 12,500,000, and

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MET AFTER TWENTY-NINE YEARS. 


Three Men Who Escaped from Anderson- 
| Wwitle Reunited in Chicago. 

Williain Gannon, Hartland, Mich.; John A. 
Sunday, Hamburg, Pa.; and Robert Com- 
mons, this city, veterans of the great Rebe!- 
lion, met in this city Thursday after a separa- 
tion of twenty-nine years. The three men 
made their eseape together from Anderson- 


‘ville prison Sept. 11, 1864. The-story of the 


aepane: Gapure by Mr. Commons, is as fol- 
ows: 

“We made our unannounced departure 
from Andérsonville Sept. 11, 1864, and got 
into our lines eleven. days later. My two 
comrades and myself were upon the roll of 
honor, and had been sent to the stockade that 
morning to kill beef for the prisoners. The 
day was gloomy and misty. There was one 
roll-call at 10 o’clock a. m. and another 
at 4 in the afternoon. We had the time 
between those hours to make our. es- 
cape, and thought no more favorable oppor- 
tunity would ever be presented. The success 
of the attempt was duetoa blunder. In leav- 
ing the pene we followed a little stream for 
several hours, only to find that it conducted 
us ina c¢irele and brought us back to our 
original starting place. But it was a fortu- 
nate error, as the hounds, which were put in 
chase immediately upon the discovery of our 
escape, could not track us. Hunger, pain, 
and the difficulty we experienced in pursuing 
the right road made it questionable in our 
minds if we had not made a mistake in leav- 
ing the prison. It was difficult to get any- 
thing to eat. One negro gave us a little flour, 
and by eating berries and green corn we man- 
aged to keep up until we pulled into our lines 
twelve miles south of Atlanta. Gen. Mce- 
Arthur was the first man I saw,and we were sent 
in a wagon train to Atlanta, arriving there the 
day of its fall. Gen. Sherman was standing 
on the court-house steps reviewing the troops. 
We were provided clothes and transportation 
out of the city. We separated at Indianapo- 
lis and, i worn out, neglected to take 
each other's address.”’ 

of their reunion may be briefly 
told. Mr. Gannon believed that Mr. Sunday 
was in Pennsylvania, and wrote a letter of in- 
quiry addressed to any Postmaster. It finally 
landed at Reading, and the Postmaster adver- 
tised in one of the local papers for John Sun- 
day, who saw the notice and placed himself 
in communication with Mr. Gannon. For 
the last four years these two merf correspond- 
ed but never met untii they came here. De- 
termined to find Mr. Commons, a letter ad- 
dressed to the Sheriff of .Cook County 
was sent by Mr. Gannon, in which he said 
he was looking for ‘‘a lost vomrade.” The 
inquiry was handed to Col. Walcott, then a 
deputy, who gave it to Mr.Commons. A time 
was fixed fora meetingin Chicago, only to 
be broken repeatedly, but finally June 15 was 
decided upon. During their visit to Chicago 
Mr. Commons is entertaining them at his 
home, No. 470 West Jackson street. 


IOWA CROP REPORT FOR JUNE. 


Acreage and Average Condition of Crops 
Indicate a Fair Harvest. 

Des Morus, Ia., June 17.—[Special.}— 
The crop season of 1893 opened under favor- 
able conditions for plowing and seeding, and 
during the first half of April an unusual 
amount of farm work was done, with the soil 
in excélient tilth. The last half of April and first 
half of May were unusually cool and wet, re- 


tarding all farm operations in the larger part 


of the State. Since about the middle of May 
the season has been fairly good and the time 
has been well improved. The June reports 


of the correspondents of this bureau, relative 
to the acreage and condition of crops, live 
stock, ete., give the following results : 

Winter wheat—This crop is now raised in small 
areas in forty-four counties. The reports show 
an increase of 2% per cent in the gorenge, as com- 

ared with last year. The condition o the crop 
is rated at 87 per cent. Spring wheat—There is 
an average nedaction of G per cent in the acreage 
of ep wheat, compared with 1892. Its con- 
dition is placed at 96 per cent. On the 
basis of the estimated acreage of last year, the 
total yield of spring and winter wheat in lowa 
will net exceed 7,000,000 bushels. Corn—The 
reports of correspondents show an increase in the 
acreage planted in corn in every county except 
two.

MONEY STILL TIGHT. 


NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT SHOWS 
BEAVY LOSSES IN DEPOSITS. — 


Markets on ‘Change Rule Heavy and Gen- 
etally Lower—Buying Orders Indiffer- 
enit—Wheat Weak in Spite of Good Ex- 
pérts—Weather for Corn Favorable and 
Movement Fairly Large = Oats Quiet 
and Easy and Hog Product Neglected 
Talk of the Traders. . 

The money situation is now the point of first 
importance in the outlook. There is not yet 
muchito be seen in the way of improvement. 
Yesterday’s New York bank statement indicates 
the extreme severity of the drain that has been 
going on in the movemont of currency from the 
East to the West and makes it apparent why the 
New York banks adopted the clearing-house cer- 
tificate plan.

Many a eas I have risen to plead her 
cause, a terrible vision has stretched out be- 
fore my eyes, and I have seen through the 
darkn of mist and mystery whi has 
been cast around that stigmatizing word its 
true mea : 

Abandoned ! 

In one sensé it is a false and cruel term. 
Those who use it oftenest mes wd that from the 
attitude of honored womanliness and purity 
the woman has cast herself into the whirlpool 
of vice; that she has abandoned the paths of 
virtue, sold that which is her crowning glory, 
thrown to thé winds the white petals of the 
lily, and grasped with r hand the blood 
red flower of shame. ‘They infer that she 
walked forth with cold effrontery from the 
sheltering roof of homeand willingly bared her 
unprotected head to the cruel night winds. 
I grant you that those who have looked but 
upon the surface, seen the brazen action of 
the woman of the street, heard the mirthless 
laugh, and looked into the bloated face and 
wanton glitte eye might shuddering! 
turn away and herin truth an “‘ abandon 
creature,” but I want to point you back and 
remind you that her degradation is rarely of 
her own making. She is only what she has 
been made. , 

But in one sense these outcasts may truly 
be called *‘ abandoned ’? women.« They have 
been abandoned by those who should have 

rotected them, cast out by those who should 
bate shielded them, taken by the roots from 
the sheltering soil to which clung, and 
flung away unpitied and uncared for, to wilt 
and fade beneath the cruel glare of oppro- 
brium and scorn. 
Forced Down Against Their WiIl. 

Study this great class and I think you will 
find it made up ofa very large majority of 
women who, against their will, have been 
forced into its ranks. Undoubtedly there are 
some who are born and brought up to this life 
of shame. I do not see how this can be other- 
wise. My vaintance with the slums has 
shown me that there are hundreds of 
children who are so nurtured and cradled in 
hotbeds of immorality that their eyes are prac- 
tically blind to purity and their feet are ac- 
quainted with no other path than that which 
leads to the vale of shadows. We cannot pos- 
sibly study the criminal records of ‘today nor 
ref the researches of medical authorities 
upon this question without being fully con- 
vinced that there are a eset many who have 
an hereditary taint lea them downward.

Effect of the Labor Troubles, 


Labor has been a serious plague to invest- 
ment for a good many years‘back. The ten- 
deney of labor organizations is to be aggres- 
sive, as they are political in their nature, their 
active directors being in effect officeholders 
who draw their pay from the labor bunds, and 
must therefore discover grievances and 
exert a preasure, like politicians who 
want votes. Ten years ago it was the 
rule in. several of the Western cities 
for builders to bar strikes in making 
their contracts. .They said in effect: 
‘A new aad uncertain element has come up 
which we cannot handle, and the strike has 
got to. be considered, for we cannot work 


: “awn impossibilities. In the 
re 


ieved from ng gy labor tyrannies some 
of the promoters in the mines and railroads 
began to import foreigners. Polities was 
sought out asa remedy against this, and for 
a good while past any man sure of a job 
in America was liable to be turned back 
at the frontier, while those sure of noth- 
ing were allowed to come in, as if they 
were the only people to be considered, A 
result has been the- extension of the striking 
material to these more brutalized foreigners. 
The great Frick and Carnegie strike last year 
was a nearly violent. attempt to check this 
tendency. Great mills were closed and their 
fires shut down, andin the attempt to open 
them riots took place. These riots undoubt- 
edly affected the Presidential election, The 
coagulated evil has gone on, wntil we have 
seen in the last week seventy furniture fac- 
tories in the old staid City of Cincinnati dis- 
charge all their workmen, thousands in num- 
ber, saying in effect: ‘‘ We need not work at 


to wait and see,”’ 

The attempt to introduce trusts into the 
United States and steady prices in great com- 
modities has been one of the unhappy lessons 
we have drawn from England, where several 
years ago the large breweries went out of 
partnerships into corporations and from cor- 
porations into trusts. Go-betweens, ambitious 
to make money, came to America and hegan 
alsoto buy up breweries, “was companies, 
white lead factories, sugar” refineries, and 
where these were not benant: up they Went 
into voluntary trusts, and appear to have 
exemplified in this coun the incompatibil- 
ity of the trust system our marked and in- 
dustrial temperament. 

Another evil of recent years has been the 
perpetual agin og See Be on a fixed system of 
all railroads which had overdone themselves, 
intermediate bankers drawing great sums of 
money from these readjustments. The effect 
of course has been to weaken our credit. The 
Reading railroad, which had several times 
been put threugh this courte of sweating, pre- 
sented such a picture of frantie-ambition and 
collapse that when the riot in Wall street was 
over it appeared that investors would no 
longer eens themselves with personal prop-

Underneath everything lies the destructive 
passion to be wortha million dollars; to nmke 
excessive earnings and percentages, té take 
away from villages and stable towns their 
local methods of accommodating the public, 
and to turn everything into afew vast tmusts 
and agencies.

Everybody has undertaken to pervert the Fair 
to suit his individual purposes, one set 
wanting to close the gates Sunday, and shut 
us out of a whole-month of Sundays. Another 
set of people are holding meetings in the Fair 
to promote every sort of absurdity and moral 
reform. We have finally made up our minds 
to attend to our own D&siness and deal with’our 
old customers, reject speculative enterprises 
of all sorts, and it is to be hoped that the ¢om- 

lications which now threaten us will work 
injury only to those things which cannot take 
care of themselves.”

She might as well 
have written her whole book in Hindustani,

But the “Simple Adventures” are of more 
than ordinary value. There is a keen, caustic 
touch which shows a knowledge of everyday 
human nature quite wonderful and a sense of 
humor rare indeed ina woman. ‘This humor- 
ous touch made Miss Duncan’s other books 
s0 agreeable, but it seems to be more perfect 
still in this one. The engagement and mar- 
riage of Miss Helen Peach of Cranbury Mills 
to George Browne of Calcutta are sweetly 
and naturally told of, and with as much spirit 
and dash as Kipling shows in his Indian 
stories. Without the worst sort of pessimism, 
too, which is a great improvement, — 

Helen Peach’s:journey out to Caleutta to 
marry George, under the chaperonage of Mrs. 
Macdonald, is graphically done. No 
one who has never had the 
unique experience of a *P. & OQ.” voyage 
over that same itinerary knows how well!

She “ thought that the missionary, 
or some older person, ought tospeak to this 
lady in terms of guarded reproof and tell her 
that her conduct was more conspicuous than 
perhaps she knew.’’ But Helen found, to her 
surprise, that not only did nobody do’ this, 
but that Mre. Forsyth-Jones, the lady of the 
triple flirtation, was a respected and some- 
what popular person on board. This is truce 
to history, too. 

Mrs. Browne, for Helen marries a week 
after she lands, has much humorous difficulty 
with the language—Hindustani—and very 
funnily are her troubles related. She finds 
herself at last practicing on her husband, who 
shares with all old residents of India a hatred 
of anything Indian and a dispasition to bear 
with it simply; and when she goads iim to a 
state bordering on frenzy and he turns upon 
her, a scene, but an end of the in- 
quisition, is the result.

Passed Like Its Predecessors. 


The year 1000, however, passed like its prede- 
cessors, and the world continued to exist. Were 
the prophets wrong again, or did the thousand 

ears of Christendom pointto the year 1033? 

he world waited and hoped. In that very year 
occurred a total eclipse of thesun. “ The great 
source of light became saffron-colored; gazing 
into each other's fa men saw that they were 
pale as death ; every object presented a livid ap- 
pearance; stupor sei upon every heart and a 
general catastrophe was expected.” But the end 
of the world was not yet. 

It was to this critical period that we owe the 


+ construction of the magnificent cathedrals which 


have survived the ravages of time and excited 
the wonder of centuries. Immense wealth had 
been lavished upon the clergy, and their riches 
increased by donations and inheritance. A new 
era seemed to be at hand. “ After the year 1000,” 
continues Raoul Glaber, “the holy basilicas 
throughout the world were entirely renovated, 
especially in Italy and Gaul, although for the 
most part they were in no need of repair. Chris- 
tian nations vied with each other in the erecuon 
of magnificent churches. It seemed as if the en- 
tire world, animated by a common impulse, 
shook off the rags of the past to put on a 
new garment; and the faithful were not content 
to rebuild nearly all the episcopal churches, but 
also embellished the monasteries dedicated to 
the various saints and even the chapels in the 
smaller vi ad 

The somber year 1000 had followed the van- 
ished centuries into the past, but through what 
troubled times the church had passed! The 
Popes were the puppets of the rival Saxon Em- 

rors and the Princes of Latium. Ali Christen- 

om was inarms. The crisis had passed, but the 
problem of the end of the world remained, and 
credence in this dread event, though uncertain 
and vague, was fostered by 
in the devil and in prodigies which was yet to en- 
dure for centuries in the popular mind. The 
final scene of the last judgment was sculptured 
over the portals of every cathedral, and on enter- 
ing the sanctuary of the church one passed under 
the balancé of the archangel, on whose left 
writhed the bodies of the devils and the damned, 
delivered over tothe eternal flames of hell. 

But the idea that the world was to end was not 
confined to the church. In the twelfth century 
astrologers terrified Euro y the announce- 
ment of a conjunction of all the planets in the 
constellation of the scales: This conjunction in- 
deed occurred, foron Sept. 15 all the planets 
were found between the 180th and 190th degrees 
of longitude. But the end ofthe world did not 


come. 
Taking Refuge in Churches. 

The celebrated alchemist, Arnauld de Vil- 
leneuve, foretold it again forthe year 1335. In 
1406, under Charles VI., an eclipse of the sun, 
occuring on June 16, produced a general panic, 
which is chronicled by Juvénal of the Ursuline 


er: 

“It is a pitiable sight,” he says, “ to see people 
taking refuge in the churches as if the world 
were about to perish.” In 1491 St. Vincent Fer 
rier wrote a treatise entitled, *“‘De la Fin du 
Monde et la Science Spirituelle”; he allows 
Christendom as many years of life as there are 
verses in the psalter—namely: 2,537. Then a 
German astrologer, one Stoftier, predicted that 
‘on Feb. 20, 1524, a general deluge would result 
from a conjunction of the planets, He was very 
 nememeared believed, and the panic was extreme.

lous for a mere nothing. A_ certain doctor, 
Auriol of Toulouse, had an ark built for himself, 
his family, and his friends, and Bodin asserts that 
he was not the only one who took this precaution.

Another Astrological Prediction. 


In 1588 there was another astrological: predic- 
tion, couched. in apocalyptic danguage, as fol- 
lows: “The eighth year following the fifteen 
hundred and eightieth anniversary of the birth 
of Christ will be a year of prodigies and terror. 
If in this terrible year the globe be not dissolved 
in dust,and the land and the sea be not de- 
stroyed, every kingdom will be overthrown and 
yeenity will travail in pain.”’ 

As mig t be expected the celebrated soothsayer 
Nostradamus, is found among these prophets o 
evil. In his book of rhfmed prophecies, entitled 
Centuries, we find the following quatrain, which 
excited moch speculation: : 

Sue ik Georges Dieu crucifiera, 
7) 


ue Marc le ressuscitera, 
t que St. Jean le portera, 
du monde arrivera.”’ 

The meaning of which is that_when Easter falls 
on April 25 (St. Mark’s day) Holy Friday will 
fallon June 23 (St. George's day) and Corpus 
Christi on June 24 (St. John’s day) and the end 
of the world will come. This verse was not with- 
out malice, for at this time (Nostradamus died 
in 1556) the calendar had not been reformed ; 
this was not done until 1582, and it was impossi- 
ble for Easterto fall on April 25. ; 

In the sixteenth century the 25th of April cor- 
popenced to the 15th; the day following Nov. 4, 
1552, was called the 15th. After the introduc- 
tion of the Gregorian calendar Easter might fall 
on the 25th of April, its latest possible date, and 

was the case in 1666, 1734, 1886, as it will 
be again in 1942, 2038, 2190, etc. the end of the 
world, however, not being @ mecessary conse- 
quence of this coincidence. 


Comets That Appeared. 
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One of the greatest comets which ever struck 
the imaginal of men was famous 
comet of 1680, to which Newton devoted so 
much attention. | 

“ It issued,”’ said Lemonnier, “ with @ frightful 
velocity from the depths of space amd seemed 
falling directly into the sun, and was seen to 
vanish with an equal velocity. It was visible for 
four months. It approach wite near to the 
earth, and Whiston ascribed the deluge to its 

e wrote a treatise to 


ested in their fate, sends them a warni in this 
comet. They Bay that the courtiers of Cardinal 
Mazarin, who-is despaired of by his physicians, 
believe this prodigy is in honor of his passing 
away. and tell him ofthe terror, with which it 
has inspired them. He had the sense té laugh at 
them and to reply facetiously that the comet did 
him too much honor. In truth we ought all to 
agree with him, for human pride assames too 
much when it believes that death is attended by 
such signs from heaven.”’ 

We see that comets were gradually losing their 
prestige. Yet we read in a treatise of the Astron- 
omer Bernouilli thig singular remark: “If -the 
head of the comet be not a visible sign of the 
anger of God, the tail may well be.” 

Panic Throughout Europe, 


Fear of the end of the world was reéawakened 
by the appearance of comets in 1773; a great 
panic spread throughout Europe, and Paris itself 
was alarmed. Here is an extract from. the 
memoirs of Bachaumont, accessible to every 
reader: : 

“May 6,1773. Inthe last public meeting of 
the Academy of Sciences M. de Lalande was to 
read by farthe most interesting pa of all; 
this, however, he was not able to do,.for lack of 
time. Itconcerned the comets which, by ap- 
prosening the earth, may cause revolutions, and 

ealt especially with that-one whose roman is ex- 

‘ted in eighteen years. But although he af- 
rmed that it was not one of those. whith would 
harm the earth and t. moreover, he had ob- 
served that one couid not fix, with any @xactness, 
the order of such oceurrences, there exists, never- 
theless, a very general anxiety. 

“May 9. The cabinet of M. de Lalande is 
filled with the curious, who come to question 
him concerning the above memoir. and, in order 
to reassure those who have been alarmad by the 
exaggerated rumors circulated about it, he will 
doubtless be forced to make it public: The ex- 
citement has been so P ining that some ignorant 
fanatics have besought the Archbishop to -insti- 
tute prayers for forty hours in order to\avert the 
deluge which menaces us; and this prelate would 
have authorized these prayers had notithe Acad- 
emy shown him the ridicule which such a step 
would produce. | 

‘“*May 14. The memoir of M. de Lalande has 
appeared. He says 'that it is his opinion that, of 
the sixty known comets, eight, by their near ap- 
proach to the earth, might produce a _ pressure 
such that the sea would leave its bed an#l cover a 
part of the world.” 

In time the excitement died away. The fear of 
comets assumed a new form. They were no 
ponaes regarded as mee of the anger of 
God, but their collision with the earth was dis- 
cussed from a scientific point of view, and these 
collisions wére not considered free of damger, At 
the close of the last century. Laplate ‘stated 
his views on this question in the forcible lan- 
guage which we have quoted in Chap. I 


Got Off with a Fright. 


In this century predictions coneerning the end 
of the world have several times been associated 
with the appearance of comets. It was an- 
nounced that the cametof Biela, for @xample, 
would intersect the earth’s orbit on ‘Oct, 29, 
1832, which it did, ap predicted. There was 
great excitement, ce more the end of things 
was declared at hand. Humanity wag threat- 
ened. What was going to happen 

The orbit, that is to the path, of the earth 
bas been confounded with the earth itself. The 
latter was not to reach that point of its orbit 
traversed by the comet until Nov. 30, mire than 
a month after the comet’s passage, and the latter 
was at no time to be within 20,000,000 leagues of 
us. Once more we got off with a fright. 

It was the same in 1857. Seme prophet of ill- 
omen had declared that the famous ¢omet of 
Charles V., whose periodic time was thought to 
be three centuries, would return on the 13th of 
June of that year. More than pne id soul was 
rendered anxious, amd the confessionals of Paris 
were more than usually crowded with penitents. 
Another prediction was made public in 1872, in 
the name of an astronomer who, however, was 
not responsible for it—M. Plantamour, Director 
of the Geneva’ Observatory. 

As in the case of comets, so with the @¢therun- 
usual phenomena, |such as total solar pclipsés, 
mysterious suns appearing suddenly in the skies, 
showers of shooting stars, great volcanic erup- 
tions accompanied / with the darkness of night 
and seeming to threaten the burial of the world 
in ashes, earthquakes overthrowing and engulf- 
ing houses and citifs—all these grand ‘an 
rible events have been connected with the fear of 
_ immediate and universal end of nien and 
things. 

The history of eclipses alone would snffice to 
fill a volume, no less interesting than the history 
of comets. Confining our attention to a modern 
example, one of the last total eclipses of the sun, 
visible in France, that of Aug. 12,1654, had hgen 
foretold by astronomers, and its annouhcement 
had produced great alarm. 

For some it meant the overthrow of States and 
the fall of Rome; for others it signified a new 
deluge ; there were those who believed t noth- 
ing less than the destruction of the ‘worl by fire 
was inevitable, while the more collected antici- 
pated the poisoning of the atmosphere. Belief 
in these dreaded results was so widespread that 
in order to escape them and by the express order 
of physicians many terrified’ people shut them- 
selves up in closed cellars, warmed and fumed. 
We reter the reader especially to the second 
evening of Les Mondes of Fontenelle. An- 
other writer of same cen , Petit, 
to whom we referred 4 moment ago, in his “ Dis- 
sertation on the Nature of Comets,” says that the 
consternation steadily increased ap to the fatal 
day, and that a country curate, unable ta confess 
all who believed their last hour was at. band, at 
sermon time told his parishioners not tp be in 
such haste, for the éclipse had been put off for a 
fortnight; arid these good people were as ready 
to believe in the postponement of the eclipse as 


they had been in its malign influence. 


The Timid Were Apprehensive. 


At the time of the last total solar eclipses visi- 
ble in France—namely: those of May 1%, 1706, 
May 22, 1724, and July 8, 1842, as also’ of the 
partial ones of Oct. 9, 1847, July 27, 1851, 

arch 15, 1858, July 18, 1860, and Dec. 22. 
1870, there was more or less apprenension on the 
part of the timid; at least, we know, from trust- 
worthy sources, that in each of these cases these 
natural puneomens were interpreted by a.certain 
class in Europe as possible signs of diving wrath, 
and in several religious educational establish- 
ments the po were uested to oifer up 
ayer as the time of the eclipse or near, 

is mystical interpretation of the prdér of 
nature is slowly disappearing among enlightened 
nations, and the next total aclipse of the gun, vis- 
ible in Southern France 28, 1900, will prob- 
ably inspire no fear on the French side of the 
Pyrenees ; but it might be premature to make the 
same statement regarding those who jwill ob 
serve it from the Spanish side of the moutitains. 

Among uncivilized people these phenomena 
excite today the same terror which they once did 
among us. This fact is frequently attésted by 
travelers, especially in Africa. During the 
eclipse of July 18, 1860, in Algeria, men and 
women resorted to prayeror fled ae ried to 
their homes. Du the eclipse of ly 29, 
1878, which was total. in the United tes, a 
negro, suddenly crazed with terror ' per- 
suaded that the end of the world was coming, cut 
the throats of his wife and childten. 

It must be admitted that such phenomena are 
well calculated to overwhelm imagination. 
The sun, the god of day, the star upon whose 
light we are dependent, grows diin; and, just be- 
fore it becomes ex ished, takes ‘on a sickly 
and mournful hue. The light of the sky pales, 
the animal creation is stricken with terror, the 
beast of burden falters at his task, the dog flees 
to its master, the hen retreats with her brood to 
the coop, e birds cease their songs, and 
have been seen even to drop dead with

bled, forming an impressive spectacle. * When 
the solar disk was nearly obscured an‘irresistible 
anxiety took possereee of everybody; each felt 
the need of sharing his impressions with his 
neighbor. A deep murmur arose, like that of the 
far away sea after a storm. This murmur deep- 
ened as the crescent of light: grew less, and when 
it had Seeppeseee and sudden darkness had su- 
pervened the sile which ensued marked this 

hase of the ecli as accurately as the pendnu- 
um of our astronomical clock. The magnifi- 
cence of the spectacle triumphed over petu- 
lence of youth, over the frivolity which some peo- 

le mistake for a sign of superiority, over the indif- 
erence which the soldier frequently assumes. A 
oe silence reigned also in the sky ; the bi 

ad ceased their songs. ra solemn interval 
of about two minutes joyous transports amd fran 
tic applause greeted wit same spon 
the reappearance of the solar S. 4a 
melancholy and indefinable sense of der 
gave way to a deep unfeigned exuitation 
which no one sought to moderate or repress.”

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deep impression upon ail classes of society. 

star gradually diminished in splendor, and at 
the end of about eighteen months went out, witb- 
out having caused other disaster than that 
which human foily itself adds to the misery of a 
none too prosperous planet. Science records sev- 
eral apparitions of this nature, but the above 
was the most remarkable. A like 
accompanied ali the eae phenomena of nature, 
especially those which have been unforeseen. In 
the chronicles of the middie ages, and even 
in more recent memoirs, we read of the ter- 
ror which the aurora borealis, showers of 
shooting stars and the fall of meteorites havo 
produced among the alarmed spectators. Re- 
cently, during the meteor shower of Novy, 27, 
1872, when the sky was filled with more than 40,- 
000 meteorites be oe to the dispersed comet 
of Biéla, women of the lower classes, at Nice es- 
pecially, as also at Rome, in their excitement 
sought information of those whom they onght 
able to explain the cause of these celestial fire- 
works, which they had at once associated with 
the end of the world and with the fall of the 
stars, which it was foretold would usher in that 
last great event. 


Earthquakes and Volcanic Eruptions, . 


Earthquakes and volcanic eruptions have some- 
times attained such proportions as to lead to the 
fear that the end of the world was at hand. 
Imagine the state of mind of the inhabitants of 
Herculaneum and of Pompeii when the eruption 
of Vesuvius buried them in showers of ashes! 
Was not this for them the end of the world? And 
more recently, were not those who witnessed the 
eruptien of Krakatoa of the same opinion? In- 
penetrable darkness lasting eighteen hours, an 
atmosphere like a furnace, filling the eyes, nose, 
and ears with ashes, 
incessant cannonade of the 
falling of pumice stones from the black sky, the 
terribie scene illumined only at intervals by the 
lurid lightning or the fireballs on the spars and 
rigging of vessels, the thunder echoing from 
cloud and sea with an infernal musketry, the 
shower of ashes turning into a deluge of mnd— 
this was the experience of the passengers ofa 
Java vessel during that night of eighteen hours, 
from the 26th to the 28th of August, 1883, when 
a portion of the island of Krakatoa was hurled 
into the air, and the sea, after athe first re- 
treated, swept upon the shore to a height of 
thirty-five meters and to a distance of from one 
to ten kilometers over a coast-line of 500 kilo- 
meters, and in the refiux tarried away with it the 


p 
bodies inextricably interlaced; and 
gers with their nails and fragments of heads 
with their hair were found in the stomachs of 
fishes. Those who escaped or who saw the catas- 
trophe from some vessel and lived to welcome 
again the light of day, which had seem 
forever extinguished, relate in terror with 
what resignation they expected the end of the 
world, persuaded that its very foundations were 
iving way and that the knell of a universal 
aoown had sounded. One eye-witness assures us 
that he would not again pass through such an ex- 
perience for all the wealth that could be imag- 
ined. The sun was extinguished and death 
seemed to reign sovereign over nature. This 
eruption, moreover, was of such terrific violence 
that it was heard through the earth at the antip- 
odes;.it reached an altitude of 20,000 meters, 
producing an atmospheric disturbance which 
made the circuit of the entire globe in thirty-five 
hours (the barometer fell four millimeters in 
Paris even), and left for more than a year in the 
upper layers of the atmosphere a fine dust which, 
illumined by the sun, gave rise to those magnifi- 
cent twilight displays admired so wtuch through- - 
out the world. 


Partial Ends of the World. 


These are formidable disturbances, partial ends 
of the world. Certain earthquakes deserve cita-° 
tion with these terrible volcanic eruptions, so 
disastrous have been their consequences. lin jthe 
earthquake of Lisbon, Nov. 1, 1755, 30,000 per- 
sons perished: the shock was felt over an area 
four times as large as that of Europe. When 
Lima was destroyed, Oct. 28, 1724, the sea rose 
twenty-seven meters above its ordinary level, 
rushed upon the city, and erased it so completely 
that not a single house was left. essels 
were found in fields several kil ters 
from the shore. ec. 10, 1869, the inhabants 
of the City of Onidh, in Asia Minor, alarmed by 
subterranean noises and a first violent trembling 
of the earth, took refuge on a neighboring hill- 
top, whence, to their ene. they saw sev- 
eral crevasses open in the city which within a 
few moments entirely disappeared in the bowels 
of the earth. We have direct evidence that un- 
der circumstances far less dramatic, as for ex- 
ample on the occasion of the earthquake at Nice 
Feb. 23, 1887, the idea of the end of the world 
was the first which presented itself to the mind. 

The history of the earth furnishes a remark- 
able number of like dramas, catastrophes of a 
partia] character threatening the worid’s final 
destruction. It is fitting that we should devote 
a moment to the consideration of these great 
phenomena, as also to the history of that belief 
in the end of thé world which has appeared in 
every age, though modified by the progress of 
human knowlodge. Faith has in rt disap- 
peared; mystery and superstition, which struck 
the imagination of our ancestors, and which have 
been so curiously represented in the portals of 
our great cathedrals and in the sculpture and 
painting inspired by Christian traditions, 
this theological aspéct of the last great 
day, has given ace to the § scientific 
stu of the probable life of the selar sys- 
tem to which we belong. The geocentric and 
anthropocentric conception ‘of the universe, 
which makes man the center and end of creation, 
has become gradually transformed and has at 
last disappeared; for we now know that our 
humble planet is but an island in the infinite, 
that human history has thus far been founded on 
the dignity of man con- 
sists in his intellectual and moral worth. Is not 
the destiny and sovereign end of the human mind 
the a nowledge of things, the search after 
trut . 

During the nineteenth century evil prophets, 
more or less sincere, have twenty-five times an- 
nounced the end of the world, basing their 
prophecies upon cabalistic caiculations destitute 
of serious foundation. Like predictions will re- 
cur so long as the race exists.
